We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland, submit to your Excellency this our 
Seventeenth Annual Report of our proceedings, under the Acts 
in force for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland. 

1. We submit, in the first place, in continuation of similar returns 
in the last Annual Report, a summary of weekly returns of persons 
relieved in the workhouse and out of the workhouse for fifty-two 
weeks, from the week ended 28th February, 1863, to the week 
ended 20th February, 1864, both inclusive.

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Fluctuations in the degree of Distress. 

2. The figures in the preceding table indicate, as usual, the 
fluctuations in the degree of distress prevailing among the indigent 
classes in Ireland at different parts of the period embraced. A 
comparison of the summaries from February to September in the 
last year, with the same in the three preceding years shows a pro- 
gressive increase; the year ended 29th September, 1863, being 
the third of a series of years marked by unfavourable seasons, each 
of which accordingly exceeded its predecessor in the amount of 
pauperism, sickness, and relief expenditure. Thus while the 
maximum daily number of workhouse inmates in the series 1859-60 
was only 46,545, the maximum numbers in the three succeeding 
series were 52,103, 61,791, and 66,976 respectively; and while 
the minimum number in 1859-60 was 33,796, the minimum num- 
bers of the three following series were 36,107, 39,580, and 45,201 
respectively. 

3. In the figures relating to the out-door relief a corresponding- 
progressive increase will be found ; but as already remarked in 
paragraphs 13 and 14 of our Annual Report, 1862, the fluctuations 
in this branch of relief in Ireland are not so certain an indication 
of the condition of the indigent classes as those which occur in the 
statistics relating to relief in the w-orkhouse. This arises from the 
fact that out- door relief has not for several years past been afforded 
to much extent in Ireland, a large ma,jority of the Boards of Guar- 
dians having given relief in the workhouse only. The question, 
however, as to -which of the two forms of relief is the more expe- 
dient in certain cases is not unfrequently under discussion, and 
the occasional changes of opinion adopted on this question increase 
or diminish the aggregate returns of out-door poor to some extent 
independently of the influence of the seasons. The accidental 
circumstance also of the workhouse accommodation falling short 
in one or two large and populous Unions has sometimes had the 
effect of largely increasing the small aggregate return of out-door 
poor for the whole country, without indicating anything more than 
some local cause of distress or partial epidemic sickness. On the 
other hand the aggregate return is often sensibly diminished by a 
sudden decrease in one or two Unions which have been affording 
out-door relief on a larger scale. For example, the irregularities 
observable in the out-door relief diagrams, hereafter mentioned, 
as occurring in the beginning of the years 1861, 1862, and 1863, 
are due — the first to a sudden decrease of 780 in the Drogheda 
and Ardee Unions; the second to an addition of 404 in Skib- 
boroon Union for one week; and the third to a decrease, on 4th 
April, of 1,011 in Ardee and Navan Unions, and of 411 in Kil- 
kenny Union, on 2nd May, 1863.* 

4. The number of recipients of out-door relief, though fluctuat- 
ing somewhat with the seasons, is now likely to increase year after

year, wliile on tlie other hand the returns of workhouse inmates, 
showing, as they do, a greater degree of fluctuation in the course 
of the year will, to judge by experience, be less or more in each 
succeeding year according to the favourable or unfavourable cha- 
racter of the preceding harvest. Thus, for example, it will be 
found in the latest week given for 1864, there is a decrease in the 
number of workhouse inmates of 1,131 as compared with corres- 
ponding week of 1863, in consSequence of a better season super- 
vening on three successive bad seasons ; at the same time the 
number of out-door poor exceeds by 1,469 the number at the 
same period last year, in consequence of the greater tendency 
of the Guardians of Unions to adopt, to some extent, out-door 
relief.* 

5. This comparison has appeared to us of so much im 2 )ortance 
that we have caused the annexed diagrams! to be made, represent- 
ing the fluctuations of in-door and out-door relief respectively 
during the last five years. With the aid of these diagrams the 
different degree of elasticity in the two systems will be easily 
measured by the eye, and the fact made apparent that while both 
rise and fall with the season of the year, the one does so in a much 
more marked degree than the other ; and secondly, that while the 
in-door relief is diminished or increased in each succeeding year 
according to its favourable or unfavourable character, the out-door 
relief shows at present no tendency to decline, notwithstanding 
the superiority of the present year over the three preceding ones. 
Our object in dwelling on this circumstance is, to show that the 
Workhouse Returns are those which must be looked to as indicat- 
ing most correctly at any time the comparative condition of the 
indigent classes in Ireland. 

6. The accumulation caused in the workhouses through the 
three years ending 29th September, 1863, will require some time 
to disperse, probably not less than three favourable years, in order 
to bring it back to the level of 1859-60. The success of the last 
potato crop, and the low price of breadstuffs, have alread 3 ’ told 
most favourably on the number of inmates, even during the season 
when pauperism is invariably progressive, and the comparison is 
now in favour of the present over the preceding year ; so that we 
are enabled to foresee with certaintythat the twelve months ending 
29th September, 1864, will be a year of lower expenditure and 
less extensive pauperism than the .year wdheh ended 29th Septem- 
ber, 1863. It must be borne in mind too that this im23rovement 
is occurring notwithstanding the matured operation of the Hospital 
sections of the Amendment Act of 1861, and notwithstanding the 
considerable numbers of removals of jaiuper families ■which are 
taldng place from Knglaud and Scotland. 

7. The operation of the Hospital sections above referred to

takes effect in regard to the non-paying classes on the columns 
which indicate the numbers admitted into Hospital during the year, 
and will more particularly be pointed out inasubsequentparagraph.* 

The columns which relate to the paying classes show in the 
last line of the present Table, 1 17 daily in Hospital, in compari- 
son with 86 at the corresponding date last year ; and seventeen 
Constabulary cases, in comparison with only five last year.^ On 
the whole it may be stated that the legalization of the practice of 
admitting poor persons into hospital in cases of accident or serious 
sickness, not dangerous and contagious, has not, so far, had any 
very large effect on the number treated, and has not produced any 
general necessity for increase of accommodation, such as was anti- 
cipated by some who opposed that measure when passing through 
Parliament. 

8. We have recently obtained returns to show what number of 
Irish-born persons have been removed to Ireland from England 
and Scotland since the close of the last Session of Parliament, 
when an Act was passed to amend the law of removal from Eng- 
land to Ireland. 

The principal amendments in that Act (26 and 27 Viet., cap. 89) are 
contained in the second, third, fourth and fifth sections, and were 
intended to provide for the continuous safe custody of the person 
removed until delivered by the person in charge of him at the W ork- 
house of the Union in Ireland to which he had been directed by 
warrant to bo removed ; and, in the next place, to secure by penalty 
a strict observance of the section prohibiting females and children 
under fourteen to be removed as deck passengers in the interval 
between the 1st October and the 31st March. In the few months 
which have elapsed since the Act was passed, the provisions above 
mentioned appear to have been less carefully attended to by the 
Guardians of English Metropolitan Parishes and Unions than by 
the removing authorities in other parts of England. We place in 
the Appendix a series of correspondence which wiU serve to throw 
further light on the subject. 

9. Considering the long continuance of the distress in Lanca^ 
shire, the rare occurrence of removals from that county into Ireland 
is remarkable, and cannot be owing altogether to the operation of the 
change as to the term and area of the residence which constitutes 
irremovability, but rather to the liberality of the relief afforded 
from private as well as public sources. 

10. The number of persons who become chargeable and ap- 
pear likely to remain so in the Irish W orkhoiises after removal 
from England and Scotland is not a large proportion of the 
number actually removed, so far as may be judged from 
returns recently supplied to us from the Workhouses to which 
they were removed. Thus, we find that of 222 persons removed 
from England between the 1st September and the present time.

100 only remain chargeable in the Unions to which they were 
removed; and of 116 persons removed from Scotland in the same 
period, 32 were so chargeable. There were, during the same 
period, 156 persons placed under orders in England who had not 
arrived at their destination; and 70 under orders from Scotland 
who had not so arrived. 



1 1. When it is considered that the Irish poor rates are still of- 
fering from the effects of three successive bad seasons and that 
the burthen still rests upon Ireland of maiOaimng Irish-born 
subiects removed in a destitute state from Great Britaiip with- 
out any reciprocal right of removing to Great Britain British- 
born subjects falling destitute in Ireland, it is satisfactory to hnd 
that in the first beginning of what we trust may prove to M a 
series of favourable seasons, so decided a relief has bon obtained 
in the pressure of pauperism and in the burthen of relief expeMi- 
ture, as we confidently expect will be found to have occurred at 
the termination of the present financial year. 



12. The tide of emigration from Ireland to America, which has 
set in with increased force during the last twelve months, we be- 
lieve to have little effect one way or the other on the expenditure 
of the poor rates in Ireland, beyond the increased amount which 
the Guardians of Unions may expend in assisting the emigration 
of such poor persons wishing to emigrate as might otherwise 
remain or become chargeable on the rates. By a comparison ot 
the sums contained in the instruments authorizing such expendi- 
ture we find that in the twelve months ending 25th March, 1864, 
the expenditure (viz., £4,770 4s. 5d.) exceeded that of the pre- 
ceding twelve months (viz., £2,541 3s. 8d.,) by £2,229 Os. 9d. 

The parties emigrating at their own expense are of such a class 
that if they remained in Ireland they would not be likely to be- 
come chargeable, and their departure therefore is no relief to t^he 
Unions in that respect; It is possible, on the other hand, that 
some increase to the rates may occur by reason of the emigrant, 
in a few cases, leaving dependents or relations behind liini, who 
may by his departure be rendered destitute cither for a time or 
pe/manently ; but it is difficult to ascertain the extent to which 
this may be occurring throughout the country. 



13. It will be seen from the last of the series of weekly sum- 
maries in paragraph 1, that there were on the 20th of February, 
98 persons under treatment at the expense of the poor-rates m 
fever and other hospitals, not connected with the workhouse ; 230 
blind in blind asylums ; and 144 deaf and dumb in deaf and dumb 
asylums. The number of “ orphans” and “ deserted children 
out at nurse at the same date was 152.

of 300 requiring curative treatment ; 900 incurable, but requiring 
medical care and attendance ; and 1,255 incurable, but liarraless. 
dbis number shows an increase in all classes compared w’itb 
previous returns. ^Vhcn the lunatic asylums now in course of con- 
struction are complete, it is hoped the workhouses may be relieved 
to some extent from a class of inmates for which they are not suited. 

We may state in connexion with this subject, that our attention 
lias lately been drawn to institutions established elsewhere, though 
not yet in Ireland, for the purpose of imparting instruction and 
alleviative treatment to persons afflicted more or less with idiocy, 
and it has been proposed to establish one or more institutions in 
Ireland for similar purposes. Should at any time such institutions 
be established here, either from private or public funds, we should 
be disposed to recommend a power to be given to Boards of 
Guardians to send to them persons capable of receiving improve- 
ment there, analogous to the power now possessed of sending blind 
and deaf and dumb to blind and deaf and dumb asylums respec- 
tively. 

15. We now submit the statistics relating to the collection of the 
poor-rate, the poor law relief expenditure, and the number re- 
lieved,^ in-door and out-door, for the year ended 29th September, 
1863, in comparison with the same for the preceding year: —

Hence it will be seen that the expectation expressed in the 13th 
paragraph of last Report, that an increase of numbers relieved, 
and a small increase of expenditure would take place in comparison 
with those of the previous year, has been realized but not 
exceeded. 

16. Notwithstanding the degree of distress indicated by the 
relief returns for the past year, the alleged cases of death from 
want have been fewer than in former vears. 

A great facility is now universally afforded to all classes of poor 
persons in Ireland, not excepting even the holders of land, to 
obtain admission into the workhouse infirmaries or hospitals for 
medical treatment in sickness of any description; and we believe 
that this state of the law, liberally and carefully administered, is 
the best safeguard which could be furnished against the occurrence

of casualties like those referred to. It is satisfactory, at the same 
time, to observe that much more than half of the out-door relief 
afforded in. the year ended 29th September, 1863, is found from 
the returns to have been afforded to the families of male or female 
adults disabled from labour by sickness or accident.

18. We place in the Appendix a copy of a Manual prepared 
under our authority, for the purpose of enabling the Guardians of 
Unions to deal more readily -with the questions of changeability 
on electoral divisions which often come before them in the execu- 
tion of their duty.* The appeal against the decisions of the Board 
of Guardians in these cases is subject to our assent ; and although 
■we have never refused such assent when pressed for by the parties 
competent to appeal, no such appeal has ever gone to trial in 
the course of the twenty years during which this part of the Poor 
Law has been in operation. The Guardians of Unions, being 
desirous to avoid the expense of litigation, have taken advantage 
of the condition attached, as above mentioned, to the privilege of 
appeal, to apply to the Central Office for advice in all doubtful 
and difficult cases, and thus a very unsatisfactory description of 
poor-rate expenditure has, so far, been avoided. The present 
publication gives at one view all the provisions bearing on the 
chargeability of electoral divisions, which are scattered through 
the original Irish Poor Law Act, and the Amendment Acts; and 
is followed by a selection from the precedents accumulated since 
the passing of the Act 6 and 7 Vic., cap. 92, which gives the right 
of appeal. 

In another part of the Appendix will bo found, with other circu- 
lars, one which we addressed to the Guardians of all Unions, ex- 
plaining the exact state of the law of relief, under the Isi section 
of 10 Vic., cap, 31, and the 2nd and 3rd sections of 25 and 2ti 
Vic,, cap. 83, the recent Amendment Act.f There is a circular also 
relating to a case of death in Kaas Union, in which a Kelieving 
Officer w'as dismissed by us for gross neglect of duty. I

It appears from this Table that there has been an increase, in 
some cases considerable, for the last of these years compared with 
the preceding year, in the number of patients treated, both of 
those prescribed for at the Dispensaries, and of those visited at 
their homes in each of the four provinces of Ireland. The com- 
parison of these two years shows an increase in the four provinces 
lor the latter year of 37,231 Dispensary cases, and of 13,206 do- 
miciliary cases— giving a total increase of 60,437 cases. Again, 
comparing the year ended September 30th, 1863, the first during 
the whole of which the Medical Charities Act was in full operation, 
with the last year in the above Table, we find the number of cases 
prescribed for at the Dispensaries greater for the latter than the 
former year by 140,654 ; and the number of cases attended at the 
patients’ homes greater for the latter than the former year by 
59,551— giving a total increase of 200,205 cases. 

20. The detail of the Medical_ Relief afforded during the last 
year in each Dispensary District in Ireland, giving the numbers of 
cases attended in each, at the Dispensaries and at the patients’ 
homes respectively, will be found in the Appendix.

The increased expenditure of the last par appears under each 
of the aboTe heads except the third and fourth, comprising books, 
forms, stationery, printing, and advertising, and the salaries of 
Apothecaries ; in each of which there has been a slight decrease. 
The increased expenditure under the remaining heads is not con- 
siderable, except the medicines and medical and surgical appli- 
ances, and the salaries of Medical Of&cers. The largest item of 
increase, that for medicines, &c. — viz., £842 — is fully accounted 
for by the increase in the number of patients treated during the 
year. 

The expenditure incurred for the maintenance of the Dispensary 
in each Dispensary District, during the last year, is given, under the 
above heads, in the Appendix.* 



23. The average poundage on the valuation of Ireland to pro- 
vide for the total expenditure was 2'08(^., which is slightly above 
that of the previous year, which was 2 Qid. in the pound. 



24. During the year 1 863 the following alterations were effected 
in the Dispensary Districts, or in the arrangements for conducting 
the Dispensary medical relief ; — 

In the Oastlederg Union we acceded to the request of the 
Guardians to revert to the original arrangement of the Dispensary 
Districts of the Union, by uniting the recently formed Oastlederg 
.District with the Killeter District, so as to reconstitute the ori- 
ginal Oastlederg and Killeter District. In the original District, the 
four western Electoral Divisions formed an extensive portion of 
the District remote from the town of Oastlederg, where the Medi- 
cal Officer resided, and the principal motive to form from them 
the Killeter Dispensary District was, to secure for the sick poor 
residing within them the services of a resident Medical Officer. In 
restoring the original District, the Medical Officer of the late Kil- 
leter District has been retained, so tliat the change has been at- 
tended with no detriment to the sick poor, while the rate to 
provide for the support of the Dispensary has been lightened on 
tliis part of the District, in which it had been, owing to the very 
low valuation of the four western Electoral Divisions, dispropor- 
tionately high, BO long as tliey constituted a separate Dispensary 
District. 

In the course of last year new appointments of midwives have 
hhen made in the Kilmackevoge, Eortaferry, Coal Island, and

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Glenarm Dispensary Districts. There are now sixty-four Dispensary 
Districts in which appointments have been made of midwives, 
many of whom have received instruction in midwifery in lying-in 
hospitals, and all of whom have been approved of by the Medical 
Officers of their Districts. We have assigned, in the 35th paragraph 
of the Annual Report for 1862, what we consider very strong 
reasons for looking with favour on these appointments, which are 
certain, by superseding the ignorant midwife of the peasantry by 
instructed women, often materially to mitigate the sufferings, and 
not unfrequently to preserve the lives of mothers and children in 
childbirth. 

The numbers of members of Committees of Management have 
been increased during the past year in fifteen Dispensary Districts, 
for the purpose of affording increased facilities to the sick poor 
for procuring Dispensary relief tickets. 

In the Aughnacloy Dispensary District, Clogher Union, the 
Appointment of a second I\ledical Officer was sanctioned. 

25. In 1862, in consequence of having repeatedly received com- 
plaints from Boards of Guardians of exorbitant charges by 
druggists, when medicines not contained in the contract-lists 
were applied for in the requisitions of Medical Officers, we issued 
a list, to be used in contracting for the supply of drugs, containing 
all the medicines which it was at all likely the Medical Officers 
would at any time require. Since the issue of that list we have 
received no complaint of this kind. 

26. The following table exhibits the numbers of vaccinations 
performed by the Dispensary Medical Officers, for the first six years 
in the table, under the Medical Charities Act ; and for those since 
1858, under this Act and the Act of that year for the further 
promotion of vaccination.

It will be observed, on inspection of this table, that the vacci- 
nations for each year since 1858 afford satisfactory proof of the 
beneficial operation of the Vaccination Extension Act of that year, 
the numbers of persons vaccinated being greatly above those of 
the six preceding years, with the exception of 1856, the number 
of vaccinations for which was unusually large, owing to small-pox 
panic, caused by an epidemic visitation of the disease w’hich 
extended over all Ireland. Under the operation of both Acts, it 
appears that the annual numbers of vaccinations have been dimin- 
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isWng from 1859 to 1862, inclusive. For 1863, we have for the 
first time an increase — that year, compared with 1862, showing an 
excess of 16,647 vaccinations. 

27. Notwithstanding the very beneficial operation of the Act 
of 1858, we are not disposed to modify in any manner the opinion 
we have repeatedly expressed in former Reports in favour of com- 
pulsory vaccination, which has been established by the Act of last 
session of Parliament, and is now in operation. Adopting the 
assumptions of the 12th paragraph of the Report of 1856, wdaich 
are ])robably not very wide, of the truth, there were about 193,285 
children born in Ireland last year, of whom at least 128,850 should 
have been vaccinated gratuitously by the Dispensary Medical 
Officers. The number of persons actually vaccinated by these 
officers last year falls short of this number by 22,340. ^ Thus the 
vaccinations' of last year do not provide for the vaccination of the 
children born within the year, not to mention the very large 
number of persons in the general poor population still unvacci- 
nated. But we have good reason to believe that a large majority 
of the 106,510 vaccinations of last year, were those of persons 
aged one year or upwards, frequently ten or twelve years, and 
not unfrequently twenty years or more; while without doubt, of a 
considerable number of persons never vaccinated, those may be 
considered fortunate who have not lost their lives by small-pox. 

This large number of persons unprotected by vaccination from 
small-pox, maintained hitherto by an annual contribution of cer- 
tainly more than 50,000 from the births of the year, is continually 
exposed to the dangers connected with the frequently recurring 
epidemic prevalence of small-pox, such as for some weeks last 
summer raised the mortality from that disease in London to more 
than eight times its present amount, and the mortality for 1863 to 
nearly six times that of 1862 ; and to the danger, which is never 
absent, of infection from sporadic cases of small-pox continually 
produced by itinerant inoculators aided by the prejudices, which 
it is the interest of the inoculators to maintain, of the peasantry 
in favour of small-pox inoculation in preference to vaccination. 
The complete success of the Act for compulsory vaccination would 
cut off the supply of subjects liable to these dangers, and be in 
consequence productive of great public benefit. If we cannot 
expect this measure of success, we at least entertain sanguine 
hopes, that witli the earnest co-operation of the Boards of Guar- 
dians, the Dispensary Committees of Management, and the 
Dispensary Medical Officers, the operation of this Act will in a 
few years greatly diminish amongst the poor of Ireland the number 
of cases of pure or unmodified small-pox, a disease of great viru- 
lence, which has been till now producing every year many cases 
of blindness, many of constitutions debilitated and unfitted for 
active labour by the effects of the disease, and many deaths — all 
preventible. 

28. Soon after the passing of the Act 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 52, 
to further extend and make compulsory the practice of Vaccina- 
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Arrangements fur preserving Vaccine Lymph. 

tion in Ireland, we issued circulars, with copies of the Act enclosed, 
to the Boards of Guardians and Dispensary Medical Officers, call- 
ing their attention to the provisions of the Act, to the new duties 
imposed on them by it, and especially to the powers conferred by 
it on the Guardians to enforce obedience to its provisions.* 

29. In anticipation of the increased demand for vaccine lymph 
which would be created by compulsory Vaccination, and the in- 
creased supply necessary for carrying it out, we addressed circu- 
lars, in the end of last October, to the Guardians and Dispensary 
Medical Officers, recommending the Guardians to keep the Medi- 
cal Officers supplied, at the expense of the rates, with Dr. Hus- 
band’s capillary tubes, as the best means hitherto proposed for the 
preservation of vaccine lymph; and pointing out to the Medical 
Officers the advantages that would accrue from their supplying 
themselves, in the event of failure of the means of vaccinating 
from arm to arm, as far as possible, with lymph, selected by them- 
selves, from their own patients. We explained to them the method 
of charging and hermetically sealing the capillary tubes, and the 
manner of using them in vaccinating from them ; at the same time 
pointing out the greater satisfaction to themselves, and the greater 
success in their operations which they might confidently expect 
from using vaccine lymph, which they were assured, of their own 
knowledge, was pure, taken from perfect vesicles, and from chil- 
dren in a condition of perfect health, in preference to that pro- 
cured from the London or Dublin Cow^-pock Institutions.t Finally, 
shortly before the coming into operation of the Compulsory Vac- 
cination Act, we issued, and caused to be extensively posted 
through the whole country, a placard, shortly and plainly inform- 
ing the people of the duty imposed by the Act on the parent, or 
other person having the charge of any child born after the 31st 
December, 1863, to cause it to be vaccinated within six months 
after birth, and of the penalty to which such persons would sub- 
ject themselves by neglect of this duty. 

30. In our last Annual Keport, in adverting to the sanitary 
condition of Ireland, we directed attention to the progressive 
increase in the number of cases of fever recorded by the Dispen- 
sary Medical Officers for the three previous years. The numbers 
for the years ended September 30th, 1860 (in which year the in- 
crease commenced), 1861, and 1862, being respectively 10,822, 
12,386, and 19,736. AVe expressed the opinion that the increase 
in question might be considered as probably the consequence of 
three successive bad seasons, from which the poor of Ireland 
generally had suffered much, and in some localities severely. In 
accordance with this view, the number of Dispensary cases of fever 
registered for the year ended September 30th, 1863, during nearly 
the whole of which the bad season of 1862 was producing its un- 
failing results on the sanitary state of the poor, rose to 23,732. 
We observe in the same year a considerably increased number of

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Dispensary cases of scarlatina — the numbers being 4,819 against 
2,630 for the year before. In a certain number of particular loca- 
lities, one or other of these diseases became, for a short time in 
the course of the year, so rife as to give rise to apprehension or 
alarm among the Boards of Guardians. We, however, retain the 
opinion expressed in our last Report, that the increase of fever 
which has taken place for some years past may be regarded as the 
natural consequence of three bad seasons in succession ; and there 
is reason to hope that the disease will decline, in proportion as 
the present more favourable state of the country teDs on the con- 
dition of the poor. 

DEPARTMENTAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

31. One of the Medical Inspectors, Dr. Geary, having retired, 
from the service, in consequence of the state of his health, we ap- 
pointed, as his successor, Dr. Charles Croker King, late Professor 
of Anatomy and Physiology in the Queen’s College at Galway, to 
be a Medical Inspector under the Medical Charities Act, and also 
an Inspector under the Poor Law Acts ; and in the latter capacity 
we have assigned to him the Superintendence of a District of 
Unions in the West of Ireland,

I. Circulars. 

No. 1. — Annual Revision of Rateable Peoperty. — Valuation 
Lists. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, April 13, 1863. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have received a communication from the Commissioner 
of Valuation, in which he draws attention to the importance of paying 
strict attention to the provisions of the 6th sec. of the Valuation Act, 
23 Vic., c. 4, in reference to the Valuation Lists and the rates made by 
Boards of Guardians thereon. 

The Commissioners accordingly transmit to you a copy of the section 
in question ; and desire to point out to you that, while the Guardians 
can, as stated in the Commissioners’ Circular Letter, dated the 14th April, 
I860,* make any departure in the Rate Book from the particulars con- 
tained in the Valuation Lists which may be necessary to mal^e a valid 
rating in any case, it is necessary, in every such case, to report the 
alteration which may have been made, whatever its nature may be, 
whether in the name of the person rated, or in any other respect, to the 
Commissioner of Valuation.

“ The lists of Valuation, and of every revision thereof, which the said Commissioner 
of Valuation is by the said Acts, or either of them, required to make out and transmit to 
the Guardians of any Union, or to the Town Council of any Borough, or to the Treasurer 
of any County, shall he in the form specified in the Schedule to this Act annexed, or in 
such other form as the Commissioners of Her Xlajesty’s Treasury shall from time to 
time approve of; and such lists may be wholly or in part in print or writing; and no 
Alteration shall be made in any such list or lists, or in the name of any Occupier or 
Lessor named therein, save by the Commissioner of Valuation, or by some person duly

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No. 2. — Registration of Births and Deaths. — Provision of 
Register Office.

The Commissioners for administering tlie Laws for Pelicf of the^ 
Poor in Ireland transmit herewith for the information of the Board ot 
Guardians a copy of the Act for the llegistration of Births and Deaths 
in Ireland (26 Vic., c. 11), which received the royal assent on the 20th 
ultimo. 

The Guardians will no doubt receive, in due course, from the Registrar- 
General, such instructions as may be necessary with a view to putting 
the Act into operation but in the meantime the Commissioners think it 
right to draw the attention of the Guardians to the fact that they are 
required by the 20th see. of the Act to provide a Register Office according 
to a plan to be approved by the Registrar-General, and that such Register 
Office may, with the sanction of the Commissioners, and if the Guardians 
think fit, be made in some part of tlie existing Workhouse.

3. — Mode of charging Expenses incurred under the Acts for 

Registering Births, Deaths, and Marriages in Ireland. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
gjjt January 15, 1861. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland have received several communications containing inquiries as 
to the mode in which expenses incurred under the Act (26 Vic., c. 11,) 
for the Registration of Births and Deaths in Ireland, and under the Act 
(26 and 27 Vic., c. 90,) for the Registration of Marriages in Ireland, 
should be charged in the Union accounts, and entered in the Abstracts; 
and the Commissioners desire therefore to state that an account should be 
opened in the ledger for this purpose, the expenses incurred being entered 
on the debit side, and the apportionment of the charge to the several 
Electoral Divisions, according to net annual value, on the credit side, thus 
balancing the account. 

The charge, as apportioned, may be entered in the Abstract (Form 5 B), 
in tlie coliinm immediately following that provided for expenses under the 
Medical Charities Act.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland have been informed that, notwithstanding their Circular Letter 
of the 15th ultimo, doubts are entertained as to what account in the Union 
Ledger should be debited with the cost incurred in providing Register 
Offices, under the provisions of the Act 26 Vie., c. 11, and that it is pro- 
posed, in some cases, to debit the expenses in question to establishment 
account. The Commissioners think it right, therefore, to state that they 
do not think such expenses should be included under the head E.stablish- 
ment, and that it was their intention that the new account, to be opened 
in accordance with the instructions contained in the Circular above re- 
ferred to, should comprise all the expenditure incurred under the pro- 
visions of the Acts 20 Yic., c. 11, and 26 and 27 Vic., c. 90. 

The Commissioners think also that the payments to Registrars, under 
the 9th sec. of the Compulsory Vaccination Act, for registering Vaccina- 
tions, may be debited to the same account, though the payments to the 
Dispensary Medical Officers for Vaccination should be charged as 
heretofore.

No. 5. — The Law of Relief : — Powers of Boards of Guardians 
as to In-door and Out-door Relief respectively. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
June 15, 1863. 

Referring to the Circular Letter of the 14th August last,* accom- 
panying a copy of the Poor Law Amendment Act of last Session, and 
drawing attention to the various changes made in the law by that Act, 
the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland desire to state that, notwithstanding the explanations then 
afibrded, mi.sappreliension and uncertainty as to tlie actual state of the 
law of relief have been shown to exist on the part of individual Guardians, 
and even, in some instances, on the part of Boards of Guardians. 

The Coniniissionors think it may be useful, therefore, to place before 
the Guardians of Unions, at one view, the several provisions of the law in 
this respect, the powers which the Guardians have in relation to in-door 
and out-door relief, respectively, and the discretion they possess in par- 
ticular classes of cases. 

The only ground on which relief can legally be afforded, either in or 
out of the VVorkhouse, except in cases requiring medical treatment iii 
hospital, is destltuiion ; and tlie Guardians are required by the 1st sec. of 
the lOtli Vic., c. 31, to make provision for the due relief (either in or out 
of the Workhouse, as they shall think fit in each individual case,) of all 
»lestitute poor persons of the following classes: — 

1. Persons permanently disabled from labour by reason of old ago, 
infirmity, or bodily or mental defect. 

2. Persons disabled from labour by reason of severe sickness or serious 
accident.

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3. Widows having two or more legitimate children dependent upon

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No. 6 . — Duties of Believing Officers. 

Poor Law Commission OfficOj Dublin, - 
gjg December 5, 1863. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor 
in Ireland desire to state, for the information of the Board of Guardians 
that a case has recently occurred in Naas Union, in which a poor woman 
died shortly after her admission to the Workhouse, and in which, a 
Coroner’s inquest having been held, the Jury expressed an opinion that 
the Believing Officer had been guilty of neglect of duty in not visiting 

her and affording relief more promptly than he did. ^ 

On this coming to the knowledge of the Commissioners, they instructed 
the Inspector in charge of the Union to institute an inquiry on oath into 
the circumstances of the case, and the facts elicited at the inquiry are so 
strongly illustrative of the great importance of a strict attention on the 
^ part of the Believing Officers to their duty, as laid down in the General 
Begulations, of visiting the cases of all applicants for relief, and of afford- 
ing immediate relief in cases of urgent necessity, that it has been deemed 
advisable that the case should be made generally known to Boards of 
Guardians for the inforination of their respective Believing Officers. 

The case referred to was that of one of the unfortunate women who 
frequent the neighbourhood of the Camp on the Curragh of Kildare, 
residing in what is termed a “ Bush,” which is described by one of the 
witnesses as a space among the furze protecterl at the sides by sods and by 
bushes, but without any roof. The poor woman, becoming ill, made her 
case known to one of the caretakers of the Curragh, by whom, after 
some delay, it was reported to the Police, who promptly reported it to 
the Believing Officer. This proceeding, it appears, was, so far, in accord- 
ance with a practice which had grown up in the District, by which the 
women on the Curragh, when in need of relief, were in the habit ot 
applyino- to one of the caretakers or to the Police, instead of applying 
direct to the Relieving Officer, the Relieving Officer acting upon the infor- 
mation received from the caretaker or the Constabulary, without making 
any inouiry himself. The conduct of the Relieving Officer in thus per- 
mitting one of the most important parts of his duty to be performed by 
persons not in any degree responsible under the Poor Law lor the perfoi- 
mance of those duties, was highly culpable, and in the_ present case there 
was the further and still greater culpability of omitting to take any 
efiectual steps by which relief would be afforded until a period of thirty-six: 
hours had elapsed from the time when the case came to his knowledge. 
According to the medical evidence there was reason to suppose that the poor 
woman had been suffering from fever, and that her death was caused by 
prostration of the vital functions from want of necessary care ami treat- 
ment in her illness, and that it was accelerated by wet and exposure to 
cold. It is therefore probable, that, although relief was finally afforded, 
the delay which occurred in affording it may have led to the fatal conse- 
quences which ensued, and hence the Commissioners felt it to be their 
duty to dismiss the Relieving Officer by a bealed Order. _ • 

The Oommissioners’ Circular Letter of the 29th December, looo,' in 
which the Guardians were requested to furnish information to each Con- 
stabulary Station, in order to cntible the Constabulary to bring promptly 
under the notice of the' proper party any case ot destitution of an urgent 
character which might come under their observation, does not in any way 
lessen or interliere with the responsibility of the Relieving Officeia, the 
recommendation in that Circular being intended merely to increase the

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facility of conveying information possessed by the Police, as to cases of 
distress, to the persons responsible for affording relief according to the 
Idelief Acts in force and t!ie regulations of the Ooinmissioocrs. 

The Guardians arc aware that the General Regulations of the Commis- 
sioners, prescribing the duties of Union Officers, are printed and published 
separately, and may be purchased from the Queen’s Printer in Dublin, the 
supply provided in this Office, to the extent of upwards of G,000 copies, 
being nearly exhausted. The Commissioners request that the Guardians 
will take care that the Clerk of the Union is never without a sufficient 
stock to enable him to keep the Officers of the Union, and most especially 
the Relieving Officers, supplied with copies for their guidance in the per- 
formance of their respective duties. 

The Commissioners request that a copy of this Circular may be handed 
to each of the Relieving Officers, for which purpose copies are enclosed.*

This Act, it will be observed, repeals the provisions contained in the 
Poor Law Amendment Act of last session, relating to the recovery of the 
cost of maintenance of illegitimate children from the putative fathers, 
except so far as relates to any proceedings already taken, or the con- 
tinuance of any proceedings already commenced, under those provisions, 
and prescribes the mode of proceeding in future cases.

No. 8. — KE^rovAL of Poor Persons, Natives of Ireland, from 
England. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, August 25, 186A 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland transmit to you herewith, for the information of the Board of 
Guardians, a copy of an Act which received the royal assent on the 28th 
nltimo, for the further amendment of the law relating to the removal of 
poor persons, natives of Ireland, from England. 

It will be observed that, by the first section, the provision of the existing 
law, which enabled the removing authorities in England to cause the de- 
livery of the person to be removed, at the Workhouse of the Union con- 
taining the port nearest to the place of his ultimate destination, is repealed 
from the 28th instant, and that according to section 4 the person employed 
in the execution of the removal warrant is bound, under a penalty, to

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convey tlie person named in the warrant to the place of destination. 
For this purpose the 3rd section of the 8 and 9 Vic., c. 117, which gives 
t!ie person to whom the removal warrant is delivered the powers of a 
constable in reference to the person to be removed, is by the 2nd section 
declared to apply to Ireland as well as to England. 

The 5th section renders any person violating the provision of the pre- 
vious Act which prohibits the removal of women and cliildren at certain 
seasons of the year as deck passengers, liable to a penalty. 

By the 7tli section provision is made for inquiring into the circum- 
stances attending any case of removal in which the Guardians shall think 
themselves aggrieved by the removal, and in which the Commissioners 
are satisfied that it will be expedient to make such inquiry; and the 
Commissioners are empowered, if they think fit, to appeal, on behalf of 
the Guardians, against the removal in any case so inquired into. 

It will be observed that the present Act relates exclusively to removals 
from England, and that the law relating to removals from Scotland to 
Ireland has not been altered.

No. 9.-— Vaccination. — Mode of procuring Vaccine Lymph. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Snt, October 28, 1863. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor 
in Ireland, forward, for the information of each Board of Guardians in 
Ireland, a copy of a Circular Letter, which is now in course of being 
issued by them to the Medical Officers of the Dispensary Districts,'^ recom- 
mending them to adopt the use of Dr. Husband’s Capillary Tubes, as a 
means of supplying themselves with vaccine lymph from eligible cases 
within their own practice as public vaccinators, and 'of preserving the 
lymph in a fluid state. 

The Guardians will observe that the cost of procuring the empty tubes 
is about Is. per hundred, and that the Commissioners consider the expense 
of a proper supply for each Medical Officer is a legal charge upon the 
Poor Bates, in the same way as the cost of medical or surgical appliances, 
under the Medical Charities Act. 

The Commissioners recommend the Guardians not to hesitate to incur 
the small cost of furnishing these tubes for use by the Medical Officers, 
whenever a requisition is sent in to that effect by a Dispensary Committee. 

The Medical Officer of the Workhouse will probably wish to be fur- 
nished occasionally with the same appliances for taking and preserving 
lymph for u.se in the Workhouse, and a copy of the circular and a box of 
empty tubes is sent herewith for his use and information. 

The tubes now forwarded were obtained from Mr. Bobert Somerville, 
of No. 10, Spring Gardens, Stockbridge, Edinburgh, from whom a supply 
can be at any time obtained.

Letter, from the Commissioners to the Board of Guardians of 
Naas Union in reference to tlie Case of Rosanna Doyle. 

Poor Law Commission Oftice, Dublin, 
Sir, November IGth, 1863. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland, have received Mr. Rubinson’.s Report of the Inquiry which he 
held on the 6th inst,, respecting the death of a woman named Rosanna 
Doyle, which occurred at the Workhouse of Naas Union on the 19th 
ult., a few minutes after her admission, and whose death was con- 
sidered by the Jury on the inquest to have been accelerated by neglect 
and exposure to cold ; tbo Jury at the same time expressing- an opinion 
that Patrick Oosgrave, Relieving Officer, was guilty of neglect iu not 
visiting and relieving her, when informed by the Police of her sick and 
destitute state on the 17th October. 

Prom the evidence taken by Mr. Robinson, it appears that on Priday, 
the 16th October, James Greany, who is one of the deputy rangers or 
caretakers on the Oun-agh, went to the shop of a woman named Dolan, 
and there learned from her that tliere was a girl in her house who was 
sick. He then went into the kitchen, where he found Rosanna Doyle, 
who told him she wanted to got into the Workhouse, and he promised to 
report her j he did not, however, do so until the following day, when lie 
went to one of the Police stations, and reported the case to Constable Best, 
in order that lie miglit send for the Relieving Ollicer, who resides at Kildare, 
a. distance of about three miles from tlio station. This was about four o’clock 
iu the afternoon of Saturday, the 17 th of October, and there is no doubt that 
the report wffiich was made by Constable Best was delivered at the Re- 
lieving OfHcePs house between five and six o’clock the same afternoon ; 
the Relieving Oiiicer, however, being absent from home at the time, did 
not see the note until about seven o’clock in the evening. The note stated 
that the woman was sick and in a destitute state, that Mr. Greany thought 
her a bad case, and it also indicated where she was to be found, viz., “in 
a furze bush opposite Groauy’s house,” A “ Bush” is described by one 
of the witnesses to bo a space among the furze, protected at the side by 
sods and by bushes, but without any roof. Notwithstanding the urgent 
nature of the case, as shown by Constable Best’s note, the Relieving 
Officer took no step in the matter until the following morning about eight 
o’clock, when he went to a person named Bergin, who is employed by him 
in conveying sick persons to the Workhouse, and asked him to go for 
Rosanna Doyle ; this, however, Bergin expressed himself unwilling to do 
at that time, in consequence of having been out late the night before on 
similar business. The Relieving Officer did not press him to go, nor did 
he endeavour to obtain the services of some other person, but arranged 
with Bergin that he sliould go for the woman next morning ; neither did 
be visit the woman himself, nor does it appear that he made any further 
inquiries, or tfiok any farther step in the case. 

On the following morning (Monday) Bergin went to the Gurragh, arriv- 
ing there about eight o’clock. He found Rosanna Doj’le lying in a bush. 
He states that she was lying on her side, wdtli very bad clotliinf^ on, 
and a sack over her ; and that she wms as wet as if she had come out 
of a river; that she was not able to stand from w-eakness, and when re- 
moved had to be lifted into the cart. Prom the evidence of a woman 
named Bridget Lyon, it appears that Ro.sanna Doyle had remained in the 
same bush from the Saturday previous, and had been exposed to the 
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weather, which had been very inclement, during tlie two nights of Satur- 
day and Sunday. When Bergin arrived it was proposed by some of the 
women who were with Hosanna Doyle, that she should have breakfast 
before she left, and he waited while it was cooked, and saw her eat a 
little and drink some tea j she was then placed upon the donkey cart, 
with some straw under her and a sack over her, and after a journey of 
about three hours, she arrived at the Workhouse. The Assistant Matron 
of the Workhouse states, that when she arrived she had very little clothing- 
on, and was wet to the skin ; that she could not get out of the cart, and 
was carried into the house, and was dying at the time. She expired in 
about ten minutes, notwithstanding the efforts made to revive hereby 
giving her hot puncli, and placing a hot brick at her feet. ^The Medical 
OfTicer was sent for immediately on her arrival, but she died before he 
could reach the Workhouse, and there is no doubt tliat medical aid would 
have been then unavailing. The Medical Officer is of opinion that she 
had been suffering from fever, with whicii he thinks she must have been 
attacked about the Wednesday previous j and he states that his impression 
is, that her death was caused by prostration of the vital functions, from 
want of necessary care and treatment in the illness under which he con- 
ceives she was labouring, and he has no doubt that her death was acceler- 
ated by exposure to wet and cold. 

On a review of the evidence given in this distressing case, it appears to 
be impossible to arrive at any other conclusion than that expressed by the 
Medical Officer ; and although it does not appear that Hosanna Boyle 
suffered from -v-'ant of food, there can be no doubt that her sufferings from 
exposure to wet and cold in the open air for two nights and a day while 
she was labouring uuder serious illness, and after her case had been made 
known to the Relieving Officer, must have been very great, and that her 
death was hastened by her failure to obtain that relief which should have 
been afforded her at a much earlier period, and which she herself sought 
for on the Friday previous. 

In regard to the conduct of the Believing Officer, the Commis.sioners 
feel bound to state that they entirely concur -^^dtli the Jury at the inquest 
in the blame which they attach to him, and they arc unable to agree with 
the Board of Guardians that he has explained the circumstances satisfac- 
torily. The case was brought under his notice on Saturday evening ; it 
was stated to him that the woman was destitute and sick, that it was 
believed to be a bad case, and that the woman was lyiug in a bush — that 
is, she was exposed to the inclemency of the weather. Hotwithstaading 
the manifest urgency of the case, he made no inquiry and took no .step in 
the matter until the following morning, and even, then he did not make any 
inquiries, but merely went to a person whom he is in the habit of employing 
to convoy paupers to the Workhouse, and requested him to go to the Curragh 
to fetch the woman ; and on that person’s expressing himself unwilling to 
do so at that time, he contented himself by arranging with the man that 
he should go for her on the following morning. His excuse for not endea- 
vouring to find another conveyance on Sunday morning, when he found 
that Bergin was unwilling to go, and for not pressing Bergi-n to do so, is, 
that the woman had been admitted to the Workhouse only a short time 
before on the plea of illness, when she was found not to be ill, and left in 
three days after her admission ; and further, that he had been often dis- 
appointed when bo sent for women of this class, -who, when scut for, would 
not go into the AVorkhouse. These grounds of excuse would be wholly 
insuffiejent, even in an ordinary case, for the omission to make prompt 
inq_uiryinto the circumstances of the applicant; but in a case like thepresent, 
when tlie application made to him dearly showed that the ease was one 
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requiring the exercise of his provisional powers — the w'oman being stated 
to be sick and destitute, a bad case, and without shelter — the omission, 
not only to make any inquiry, but to make any arrangements whatever 
by which relief would be afforded until after an interval of nearly thirty- 
six hours from the time when the application reached him, is so gross a 
violation of the ordinary duties of a Kelieving Officer, and of the common 
dictates of humanity, that the Commissioners feel bound to mark their 
sense of Mr. Cosgrave’s conduct in the severest manner in their power, and 
they have accordingly issued an order, a copy of which is herewith en- 
closed, dismissing him from his situation. 

In connexion with this case it seems necessary to consider the existing 
arrangements for affording relief to applicants from this part of the Union. 
A practice appears to have grown up, and to have been countenanced by 
the Relieving Officer, under which the women on the Curragh, of the class 
to which Rosanna Boyle belonged, have been in the habit of applying for 
relief through the caretakers or the Police, instead of direct to the Reliev- 
ing Officer. It is stated in evidence by James Greany, that Mr. Browne 
(the Ranger) told him, if he found any of the prostitutes sick or in a bad 
way, to report them to the Police or Relieving Officer, and that he mostly 
reported them to the Police. Constable Best states that the deputy 
rangers made a practice of reporting such cases to him, and that he went 
to the Relieving Officer, as he wanted to know if there were any special 
rules for the Curragh Camp, and that he asked him whether he depended 
upon him to report cases of destitution and illness among the Curragh 
women ; that the Relieving Officer did not give him any very direct 
answer, but said he would at once attend to cases mentioned by the Con- 
stable in his noto to be bad ones ; and the Constable promised that he 
would, when he could do so, inquire into the condition of the woman 
before reporting the case. Mr. Cosgrave admits that if Greany or the 
Police send to say that a woman is sick he sends the cart at once, but does 
not usually visit such cases. It thus appears that one of the most im- 
portant duties of the Relieving Officer has, with his concurrence, been 
constantly performed by caretakers or the Police, and that, trusting to this 
assistance, the Relieving Officer has neglected his own duty of visiting 
and ascertaining for himself the particulars of tlie cases requiring relief. 
It was undoubtedly a humane proceeding on the part of the Ranger to 
direct his caretaker to report cases of sickness among the women on the 
Curra gi-. and the conduct of the Police in endeavouring to obtain relief 
for the sick and destitute was most praiseworthy ; and it is very desirable 
that both the caretakers and the Police should continue to notify to the 
Relieving Officer any cases of sickness and destitution which come under 
their observation, and should inform him of any particulars of such cases 
with which they may be acquainted, as to their fitness to be removed or 
otherwise; but it should be distinctly understood that the Relieving 
Officer is responsible for making inquiries, and for affording prompt relief 
in cases of urgency, as it cannot be permitted that the efficiency and 
promptitude with which relief is afforded in urgent cases should be depen- 
dent upon the voluntary action of persons not legally responsible, either 
to the Board of Guardians or the Commissioners. The practice referred 
to may have been occasioned in some degree by the fact that the Relieving 
Officer’s residence is by no means conveniently situated, having regard to 
the condition and wants of the unfortunate women who live near the 
Curragh Camp, his residence being at Kildare, about three miles from the 
Gamp, in the opposite direction from the Workhouse; so that persons on 
the Curragh requiring admission to the Workhouse, and going to Kildare 
to apply for it, have six additional miles to travel. 
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From a return furnished to Mr, Kolrinson, it appears that during the 
year elided the 31st lilt, there ivere 433 applicants for relief in Mr. Oos- 
crave’s Application and Keport Booh, and that of this number 163 svere 
from the Curragh. It seems important, therefore not only from the 
wretched condition of these unfortunate women, but also from the lact 
that the number from that locality requiring an.l receiving relief greatly 
exceeds the number in any other division of tiie district, that the Keheving 
Officer of the district should be required to reside as near as possible^ to 
the Camp ; and the Commissioners suggest, therefore, tuat the Believing 
Officer w ho may be appointed in place of Mr. Cosgrave should be required 
to reside at Newbridge, which is much nearer to the Camp than Kildare, 
and directly on the road from the Camp to the Woiffihoiisc, and is more 
accessible for the women on the Curragh, and for those who are ir, the 
neighbourhood of the Barracks at Newbridge, than ICildare.^ It is- a so in 
about as central a position in regard to the rest of the district as Kildare, 
and the return above mentioned shows that the place from which, alter 
the Curra.di, the greatest number of applications is received is Kilcullen ; 
and as that place is nearer to Newbridge than Kildare, the change would 

also be convenient in that respect. 

It would also be desirable that the Believing Officer residing at New- 
bridge should visit the Curragh at least three tunes a week, and that he 
should be provided with an office there. , . , , ^ ... 

Another point which the Commissioners think it necessary to notice^ in 
connexion with this case, is the mode of conveyance adopted lor sick 
paupers It appears that Bosanna Doyle was removed on a comm on ass s 
Lt and that she was three hours on the journey, a mode of conveyance 

which must have added much to her sufferings, considering the state in 

which she was at the time. The Commissioners observe by an entry 
on the Guardian’s Minutes of the 28th nit., that the Jury not only 
recommend that a proper covered vehicle be provided, but express regret 
that a similar recommendation of a lorraer Jury was not attended to. 
The Commissioners do not find any record of such a recommendation on 
any former Minutes of the Guardians, but they find an entry on the Minutes 
of 29th January, 1862, from which it appears that Mr. Hamilton, Boor 
Law Inspector, forwarded to the Guardians the plan of a van which he had 
referred to at his previous visit, with which it is stated the Guardians 
were much pleased, but they have one already which they consider sufli- 

cient for tlie wants of the Union. , n i 

The Commissioners are glad to observe that the Guardians ha\e now 
ordered a covered spring-cart for the conveyance of sick persons to the 
Workhouse and the Commissioners suggest that it should be kejit by the 
Believino- Officer at Newbridge, and that the Guardians shou d make 
arranvenTents to have it horsed by contract, the contractor to be boiiiid to 
send ft out at any hour of the day or night, on the order of a Believing 
Officer or the Master of the Workhouse.

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m— CORRESPONDENCE ON THE SUBJECT OF THE REMOVAL OF POOR 
PERSONS FROM ENGLAND TO IRELAND. 

Letter from the ComjMISSioners to the Chief Secretary 

of the Lord Lieutenant. 



Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
December 24, 1863. 

' The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor in Ireland have the honour to report for the information of his 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, the accompanying cases of removal of 
persons, born in Ireland, from Unions and Parishes in the London Metro- 
politan District, under the provisions of the Act passed m the last session 
of Parliament, “for the further amendment of the law relating to the 
removal of poor persons, natives of Irelana, from England: 20 and 27 



The main objects of that enactment the Commissioners believe to have 
been, firstly, the removal of the parties in continuous safe custody from 
the place in England in which they received relief to the Workhouse of 
the Union in Ireland to which they were considered to belong as indi- 
cated in the warrant of removal ; and, secondly, to give effect by a 
penalty of £5 to a previously existing enactment, by which the removal 
of a female, or of any child under fourteen years of age, as a deck pas- 
senger was prohibited, during the period from the 1st October to the olst 

March following. ■ t • i. 

Previously to the passing of the present Act the mode of reinoving irish- 
born subjects from the Metropolitan Unions and Parishes to Ireland, and 
more especially to the South of Ireland, was to place them m the hands 

of a person named Frost, resident at Wapping, vvho contracted to have 
them conveyed to the port nearest the place of destination, i us port, 
in regard to the Unions in the South of Ireland, was, in almost all cases, 
the port of Cork, and here the London contractor, Frost, had an agent 
representing him, named Fitzgerald, whose business it was to receive the 
paupers and forw'ard them to their destination. 

Neither of the two persons referred to was the officer of any Union or 
parish, and neither of them therefore in the discharge of their respective 
agencies was under any official responsibility ; and in regard to the fre- 
qtent violations of the provisions of the Removal Acts (as set forth in the 
Ippendices to the .Annual Reports for 1862 and 1863), both the persons re- 
ferred to were equally out of the reach of the authority oi the Poor Law 
Board ill England and that of the Poor Law Commissioners in Ireland 
and thus the Union and parochial authorities in London were accustomed 
to transfer in the removal of paupers to Ireland, all the legal obligations 
imposed on them to persons not officially responsible for the proper dis- 

charge of those obligations. no/'o 

In their letter to Sir Thomas Larcom, of the 29th January, 1862, the 



Commissioners observed as follows : ^ _ 

“ The more serious irregularities noticed occur m the cases ot^ removal 
from parishes and Unions in the London Metropolitan District, inasmuch 
as those provisions of the recent Act which were introduced to secure a 
proper custody and delivery of the pauper m Ireland, and to prevent 
women and children being sent by deck passage during the winter season, 
appear in that district to be almost uniformly neglected. 

In the Amendment Act passed subsequently to this Report, the follow- 
in- sections were included, with a view, apparently, to remove these 
causes of complaint, and to secure a continuous safe custody of the person 
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removed from the place of arrest in England to the place of destination 
in Ireland. 

Thus the 2nd section of the new Act provides that “ Section 3 
of the Act of the 8th and 9tli years of her Majesty, chapter 117, shall 
be deemed to have applied and to apply to Ireland as well as to Eng- 
land.” That is to say— “ every person to whom any warrant made in 
pursuance of this Act shall be delivered for the purpose of being carried 
into execution, shall detain and hold in safe custody every poor person 
mentioned therein until such poor person have arrived at the place to 
which he is ordered to be removed, and shall for that purpose in every 
county and place through which he may pass in the due execution of such 
warrant, have and exercise the powers with which a constable is by law 
invested, notwithstanding such person may not otherwise be empowered 
to act as a constable for such county or place.” 

By the 4th section of the present Act it is further provided that “any 
person, being employed in the execution of a- warrant duly issued under 
the authority of the said Acts, or any of them, who shall wilfully desert 
any person mentioned therein, before he or she shall have been conveyed 
to the place of destination, shall be guilty of a misdemeanour, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be liable to a fine not exceeding £10.” 

■With regard to the deck-passage for women and children in the winter 
season, it is enacted that “any person guilty of violating the provisions 
contained in the Gth section of the Act of 24th and 25th Vic., cap. 
76, shall be liable- to a penalty not exceeding £5 ; to be recoA’-ered on a 
summary conviction before two Justices, or a Police or Stipendiary Ma- 
gistrate, and the offence shall be deemed to have been committed at the 
port where the poor person shall be landed.” 

As already observed, these provisions have every appearance of being 
intended to provide for a continuous safe custody of the person removed 
in the hands of some responsible person selected by the Guardians, to 
whom “the w'arrant is delWered for the purpose of being carried into 
execution.” 

The annexed abstract, however, of a few of the cases removed from 
Loudon to Ireland shows that the same practice is still pursued by the 
removing authorities as before the passing of the Act, that the obligation 
of cau.sing the poor persons under warrant to be safely removed is trans- 
ferred by the Guardians to the contractor for deportation, resident at 
"Wapping ; that the same neglect regarding the deck-passage for women 
and children continues to be complained of ; and that the parties are not 
conveyed in continuous custody to the place of destination, but generally 
left to find their way to it during the latter portion of the journey in Ireland. 

In consequence of the improper transfer of their obligations by the 
removing authorities to irresponsible persons, it is very difficult to deter- 
mine to Avhat party the penal provisions of the recent statute, when 
violated, may be ajrplicable, and the Commissioners have thought it the 
better course not to suggest prosecution in the first instance, but to repre- 
sent the cases in question to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, with 
the view of having them brought, if his Excellency should see fit to cause 
them to be so brought, under the notice of the Secretary of State for the 
Home Department; by which course it is possible the evils complained of 
may be obviated Avithout litigation, as it is difficult to suppose that the 
Guardians of the Unions and parishes in the metropolitan district would 
desire to persist in a course of action pointed out to them on competent 
official authority to be at variance with the prOA'isions recently enacted.

Cork f7?zio7i.— Warrant, dated 27th August, 1863, directed to Samuel George Tett, Con- 
stable to the Governors and Directors of the Poor of the parish of St. J ames’s, We.stminster, 
requiring Samuel George Tett, or some proper person or persons to be employed by him, 
to remove and convey Ellen Mason from the parish of St. James’s, Westminster, to the 
parish of Lower Ghinmoyle, in the county of Cork, and to be delivered at the Workhouse 
of Cork Union. She was taken from the Workhouse of St. James’s, Westminster, by 
the Pass-master, Mr. Tett, to the house of Jfr. Frost, who took her on board a steamer 
ne.Kt morning. ^Ir. Frost gave her the address of Mr. Fitzgerald, in Cork, and said that 
he (Fitzgerafd) would meet her at the boat, which, however, he did not ; but having the 
address she went to his house and slept and breakfasted tiicre, and was then taken by 
Fitzgerald to the Workhouse. She was sent from l.,ondon as a deck-passenger. 

The v.'arrant in this case is not i)i accordance with the form given in the Act of last 
session.* 

Xorf.h Dublin Warrant, dated 1 1 th September, 1863, directed to Samuel George

to St. Catherine’s Dock, and given in charge to Mr. Fro.st, who placed him on board a 
Dublin steamer and paid his fare; but no person accompanied him or had charge of him 
on the voyage. He landed in Dublin on a Tuesday evening, and came (by himself) to 
the workhouse on the following morning. 

The warrant in this case is not in accordance with the form given in the Act of last

Rathkeale Wan-ant, dated 12th September, 1803, addressed to the Guardians

Traho f/riioa.— Warrant, dated 29th September, 1863, directed to the Guardians of the 
Strand Union, requires them to cause Margaret Ryan to be safely conveyed to the Tralee 
Union and to bo delivered at the AVorkhouse of such Union. 8he was forwarded by 
steamer to Cork, and thence sent on by a Mr. F'itzgerald by rail to Tralee, but she was not 
accinnpaniod by anv person directly in charge of her. She was sent as a deck-passenger.§ 

tikibberee.il Union Warrant, dated 7th October, 1863, addressed to the Guardians of 

AVhitechapcl Union, requires the Guardian.^, or some proper person or pei-sons to be employed 
by them, to remove and convey IMargai-et Casey from the parish of Christchurch, and to 
cause her to be delivered at the” AA^’orkhousc of the Skibbereen Union, in the county of Cork, 
in Ireland, such Union containing the port of Cork.” She was sent from London as a 
deck-passonger, and was not dedivered at tlie AVorkhouse, having been taken by the 
Removing Oflicer to Bandon, where he hired a cart to convey her and some other paupers to 
Drimoleagaie. hut did not accompany them there. Drimoleaguc is eight miles from the 
Workhouse of Skibbereen Union, and the pauper had to walk by herself that dislance.

Cork Union AVarrant, dated 21st October, 1863, addressed to the Guardians of the

Killarney U/iioa.— Warrant, dated 20th November, 1863, acldre.ssed to the Guardians of 
the Poor of Hacknev Union, requires the Guardians to cause Julia Sweeney to be safely 
conveyed to the port of Cork, and to the Union of Killarney ; and to be dolivered at the 
Workhouse of such Union. She was taken by the Pa.ssmaster to Mr. 1‘rost.s house at 
Wapping, where she slept, and next day was put on board a steamer, and sailed for Cork, 
lilr Fro«t put her in charge of a man called “ William.” who is in Jlr. Frost s employment. 
On landing at Cork the man referred to (William) took her to Mr. Fitzgerald, who, next 
day, took her to Killarney Workhouse. She was sent from London as a deck passeiiger.+ 

KillarneyUnion. — Warrant, dated 23rd November, 1863, addressed to the Guardians of 
tlie Holborn Union, requires the Guardians to cause Mary Sullivan and her family to be 
safely conveyed to the Union of Killaniey, and to be delivered at the \\ orkhouse of 
such* Union. They were taken from the Workhouse to Mr. Frost’s house at Wapping, 
where they slept, and next day Avere put on board a steamer by Mr. Frosy and placed 
in charge of a person in his employment called “William,” who, on arriving at Cork, 
^ave them in charge to Sir. Fitzgerald, who found a lodging for them for tlie night, 
and next day took them to Killarney Workhouse. They ivere sent from London as 
deck passengers. § 

North Dublin Union. — Warrant, dated 24th November, 1863, addre.ssed to Peter Dixon, 
Removing Officer, and to the Guardians of the parish of St. Luke, requires Peter Dixon, 
or some proper person or persons to be employed by him, to remove Ellen F-arreU and 
her children to the city of Dublin, to be delivered at the Workhouse of the Dublin Union. 
SlicAvas taken, with her children, by an officer of St. Luke’s to Mr. Frost’s depot, where 
they remained that night.

Scariff Unioa.— Warrant, dated 24th Nnvember, 1863, addressed to tlie Governors and 
Directors of the Poor of the parish of St. George, Haiiover-square, requires the Goi^evnors 
and Directors to cause Anne Thornton to be safely conveyed to the Union of Scariff, to be 
delivered at the Workhouse of such Union. She avas taken by the Removing Officer 
to Mr. Frost’s, Avhere she remained one night, and ivas then put on board a Cork steamer 
as a deck passenger. Wa.s accompanied from London to Cork by a boy believed to be a 
servant of Mr. Frost’s. This boy gave her some provisions, and on arriving at Cork, paid 
her fare by train to Limerick, and gave her tAVo shillings to take her from Limerick to 
Killaloe, her place of birth, in Scariff Union, but made no provision for her conveyance 
from thence to Scariff.^

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Cork Urdon . — Warrant dated 2nd December, 1863, addressed to the Guardians of the 
Poor of the parish of St. George in the East, requires the Guardians to cause Mary Anri 
Honeywood, and four children, to be safely conveyed to the port of Cork, in the Union of 
Cork, and to be delivered at the Workhouse of such Union. She was accompanied from 
London by a young man sent by Mr. Frost, and on arriving in Cork was given in 
charge to Mr. Fitzgerald, wlio provided her, as she says, with lodging, but no food, and 
on the following inoraing she went to the Workhouse, and Mr. Fitzgerald followed her.* 

Cork Union . — Warrant dated 8th December, 1863, addressed to the Governors and 
Directors of the Poor of the parish of St. James, Westminster, requires the Governors and 
Directors to cause Margaret Murgeth, and her daughter Amelia (aged seventeen years), to 
be safely conveyed to the Cork Union, and to be delivered at the Workhouse of such 
Union. A boy accompanied them from London, who gave them in charge to Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, who provided a lodging for them, but no food. The next morning they went to

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the 24th of January, 1846 ; and that this person is the person alluded to 
in the memorandum as “ one of the Guardians.” 

And I am also directed to observe that the Guardians do not gather 
from the memorandum that any inconvenience has resulted to the pauper 
from the way in which she was sent from London to Eathkeale ; on the 
contrary, they are led to believe, from the absence of any complaint, that 
she arrived at her destination perfectly safe and well provided for. 

And I am directed further to observe that the attention of the Guar- 
dians having been drawn to this statute, they, on the 29th of September 
last, ordered that the Master of the Workhouse be instructed not to apply 
for orders of removal of Irish paupers without the sanction of the Board, 
as had, up to that day, been the practice. Since that day no order for an 
Irish removal has been applied for.

According to the information before the Board the paupers were put on 
board a steamer and given in charge to the steward, and on the arrival of 
the steamer at Limerick the steward placed them in the train and paid 
their fare to Eathkeale, giving the woman at the same time Is, 6(7. 1 lie 

Board do not think that by adopting such a course of proceeding the 
Guardians have carried out either the letter or the spirit of the statute, s 
which have been passed on the subject of Irish poor removals. The 
paupers appear to have been delivered to a person on board the steamei, 
who had no legal obligation to take charge of them, and who was not 
responsible for their reaching the place of their ultimate destination, and 
they were left by him, after having paid their fare, to reach Eathkeale by 
railway as they might, whereas the statute 24 & 2o Vic., cap. 1 6, sec. 4, 
requires the person charged with the execution of the warrant to cause the 
paupers to be safely conveyed to the place ot their destination. 

The Board desire me to recall the attention of the Guardians to their 
circular letter ot the Sth November last, and to request that the subject 
ot the removal ot Irish paupers may receive the careful attention of the 
Guardians in future.

I am directed by the Board of Guardians of this Union to acknow- 
ledge your favours of the 12tb January last, Ko.

I am also to state, that it is quite possible that the woman, Mary Cronin, 
may have resided the time she states in Crown-court, in this Union ; but 
from all the inquiries the Guardians have been enabled to make, they do 
not believe it was for any so lengthened a period. This (however long 
the residence) is sometime back, and she has since resided in several 
other places j and her own statement to the Believing Officer was, “That 
she had for several years past been in the habit of leaving her residence, 
and going into the country, hopping” (viz., hop-picking), and did so in the 
autumn preceding her removal, her children accompanying her ; and the 
fact of her intention to return is negatived by the fact of her giving up her 
residence, and returning to other lodgings. I may obscm’c, that the re- 
movability of this woman and her family formed tiie subject of communi- 
cations from you to the Guardians, by letters of 13th August, 1862, 
No. 29,340 A./62, and 29th October, 1863, No. 38,192, A./63, to which 
they then replied. 

The Guardians regret that the printed form of warrant for the removal 
of this woman and her family was inadvertently used by the Believing 
Officer in error, being at the time unable to obtain any printed forms in 
accordance with the Act of last session.

I am a widow for nearly six years, and have supported my four 
cliildren (of the ages of twelve, ten, eight, and six years of age), all this 
time as well as I could, without assistance from the parish. 1 have been 
in the parish of Whitechapel for nineteen years, and I applied for relief, 
after selling all I had to keep my children. They told me to go in the 
house, and I went in for one week ; and I attended the Board yesterday, 
and they told me I must be passed to Ireland. I told them I did not 
belong there, and they told me I must either do so or 1 must go out ; so 
they ordered me and my children out this morning without even a loaf 
of bread ; and from there I went to the Believing Officer, Mr. Plaistow, 
and asked him for a loaf of bread, and he told me he should not give me 
any. I asked him what 1 should do, and he said he did not care j so I am 
now without a home to shelter my children, and I shall be glad if you 
could help me to keep me in the house for the sake of my children, for 
they are starving without some assistance. I hope you will take this to 
your kind consideration.

to Mr. John Frost, of Ho. 46, High-street, Wapping ; who states that he 
despatched a young man, named William Lyons, to accompany the paupers 
to their place of debarkation. That the paupers arrived safely at Cork on 
the 13th December, where a lodging was procured for them by a Mr. 
Fitzgerald, an agent of Mr. Frost ; and four loaves and tea and coffee and 
sugar remained of the provisions supplied her. That on the following 
morning Fitzgerald called for the pauper, for the purpose of conveying 
her and her children to the Workhouse, but he found she had left the 
lodging. After he had waited some time she returned and told Fitz- 
gerald that she had sold three of tlie loaves for whisky, because she knew 
the bread would be taken from her at the Workhouse ; that Fitzgerald 
then accompanied her and her children to the Workhouse, where they 
were then received.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have the honour to acknowledge the receipt, on the 12th 
and 15th ultimo, of the files of papers conveying the result of the in- 
quiries, caused to be made by the Poor Law Board in England, into 
some of the cases of removal reported for his Excellency s information, in 
the letter addressed to you by the Commissioners, on the 24th Decembei- 

last.* _ 

The Commissioners have communicated the result of the inquiries in 
question to the several Boards of Guardians interested ; and from the 
Guardians of Rathkeale Union they have received a resolution expressing 
their entire satisfaction in regard to the steps which have been taken, as 
being likely to lead to careful attention in the removal of Irish paujicrs 
from England in futui-e. 

From the Boards of Guardians of the other Unions— namely, _ ScarifT, 
Killarney, and Tralee — no observation has yet been received which it is 
necessary to communicate. 

The Commissioners, however, think it right to observe, in reference to 
those parts of the correspondence \vhich relate to the agency of Mr. Frost 
as a contractor for the conveyance of persons under warrant of reinoval 
to Ireland, that the explanations given are not, in their opinion, satisfac- 
tory; and that in none of the cases of persons removed under Mr. Frost’s 
agency was there that continuous custody of the persons under removal 
which the Legislature, according to the 2nd section of the recent Act, 
intended should be maintained by the person to whom the warrant is 
intrusted for execution ; and that in every one of these cases of women 
and children removed under Mr. Frost’s agency, in the interval between 
the 1st October and the present time, the 6th section of the Act 24 and 25 
Vic., c. 76, which prohibits a deck-passage, has been violated. The 
Commissioners are further bounil to add, that in several cases of removal 
under Mr. Frost’s agency, which have occurred since the date of their 
report of the 24th December last, the same course has in both respects 
continued to be pjursued, and from the tenor of Mr. Frosts statements is 
likely to be persisted in by him. 

With regard to the continuous custody of the persons under warrant, a 
precaution which is necessary, not only lor the protection and safe-keeping 
of the person removed, but for the protection of those Unions and places 
in Ireland through whicli the removal may take place from any undue 
burthen which might otherwise arise in regard to the pauper, the 
Commissioners submit that when the removing authorities in Eng- 
land employ Mr. Frost under such a contract as he himself desciibes, 
placing tlie w'arrant of removal in his hands, he must be regarded as the 
persori to whom “ the w'arrant is delivered lor the purpose of being carried 
into execution and that he should thereforo himself “ detain and hold 
in safe custody such poor person until such poor person have arrived at 
the place to which he is ordered to be removed.” For this purpose the 
2nd section of the Act 26 and 27 Vic., c. 89, _ has invested him, and no 
other person, with the powers of a constable in every county and place 
ill Ireland, through which he may pass in the due execution of the war- 

* This refers to the explanations given in the cases of Catherine Ray, Ann Thornton, 
Margaret Ryan, Mary Sullivan, and Julia Sweeney; the explanations given m the 
other cases were not received by the Commissioners until after this letter was written. 
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rant. It lias appeared, however, that in no instance does Mr. Frost 

himself conduct the person removed to the place of destination, but that 
in every case he transfers the charge intrusted to him to some other person, 
that is, either to his servant or to some officer of the steam-boat. On the 
arrival of the vessel, in two or three days, in an Irish port the parties 
under removal are usually met by Mr. Frost’s agent. This last men- 
tioned person it is not possible to regard, any more than the steward of 
the steamer, in the light of a person to whom the warrant has been de- 
livered for execution, under the provisions referred to in the 2nd section 
of the recent Act, or as the person who is thereby invested, for the purpose 
of executing the warrant, with the powers of a constable. The promise, 
therefore, which Mr. Frost has made, that in future cases the persons under 
warrant shall be conveyed by his agent or agents in the Irish ports to the 
Workhouses of the Unions named in the warrant, cannot be performed in 
opposition to the will of the parties themselves, otherwise than by an 
unauthorized infringement, in each such case, of the liberty of the subject. 

With regard to the “ deck-passage,” it appears from the letter of the 
Clerk of Holborn Union to Mr. Frost, that Mr. Frost has issued to the 
London Unions a printed table of charges, in wdiich he provides for the 
extra expense attending the removal of women and children, from the 
1st October to the 31st March, by charging an additional 8s. for adults 
and 4s. for children during those months ; and in the letter of the Clerk 
of Stepney Union to the Poor Law Board is given the form of receipt 
by which Mr. Frost is accustomed to acknowledge the sum received by 
him for the performance of his contract, which is as follows : —

“ Received the 14th day of October, 1863, of the Eeinoving-officer of the Ratclilfe 
Stepney Union, in the county of Middlesex, -with the pauper, Margaret Regan, sent 
according to Act 24 and 25 Vic., c. 76, and 26 and 27 Vic., c. 89, including mileage, for 
pauper and conductor from the port, and two days’ keep, the sum of three pounds fifteen 
shillings and — pence, which X hereby undertake to refund, pursuant to contract, on 
failure of her being sent to Sidbbereen parish, in Ireland.

In Mr. Frost’s own letters he denies in all cases, with one exception, that 
he has sent the parties as deck-passengers, asserting that he has in each 
case provided them with “berths below deck,” or that lie has provided “a 
room for them below the decks, for which accommodation.” he pays “an 
increased amount of fare.” 

As these statements appeared to refer to the steam-boats plying be- 
tween London and Cork, in most of the cases which are complained of in 
the Commissioners’ report to his Excellency of the 24th December, the 
Commissioners thought it right to obtain from Mr. O’Brien, the Inspector 
in the Cork district, a special report on the subject, after due inquiry 
from the officers of the Company to which the boats in question belong. 
The following extract from Mr. O’Brien’s report describes the nature of 
the accommodation to which Mr. Frost refers, as -well as the nature of 
his engagement with the proprietors of the steam-boats. 

“ The Company’s fares between London and Cork are — cabin fare, 25s.; deck, 12s. 6 f/. 
There is no vitermediata scale recognised as regards the onUnari/ pa.sscngors by the Compan 3 ’’s 
boats ; but it is understood (from the returns received from the London agent) that a special 
fare of 14.s. 6 f?., or 2s. over the usual deck fare, is paid by agreement by Jlr. Frost for the 
persons transmitted I 13 ' him to Ireland ; and for this extra pa_vment the passengers become 
entitled, as a matter of right, to the nse during the voyage of what is called the ‘ barrack,’ 
or the soldiei’’s room. 

'* I had some time since an opportunity of personally inspecting this barrack-room on 
board the ‘Cormorant.’ It is a plain room or cabin beneath the forc-deck, from which you 
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descend to it by a short flight of steps. It is quite sheltered fronr the weather, and is 
provide'cl with a seat, rmming round, but has neither a fire nor any accommodation for 
«leepino-. It has been constructed specially for the accommodation of soldiers, who are 
primarfly entitled to the use of it when crossing the Channel ; and in reply to an inquiiy 
as to how, ill the event of this accommodation being at any time thus absorbed, Mr. Frost s 
cases would be dealt with, I was informed that the Company’s servants would be then 
bound by their agreement with him to place them in the cook s room, or elsewhere under 
cover ; but that this contingency could scarcely ever arise in fact, as few soldiers cross in 
this way.” 

It would appear from tins account that there are two, and only two, 
descriptions of passages on board these boats, viz., an after-cabin passage 
and a deck passage. 

Notwithstanding, therefore, the explanation relating to the barrack- 
room, the females and children removed under Mr. Frosts agency since 
1st October last, have been, in point of fact, scut as deck-passengers, in 
violation of the 6th section of 24 and 25 ic., cap. i 6 j and while it must 
be admitted that some mitigation of the severity of the deck-passage of 
two or three days and nights has been afforded under the provisions of 
that Act, those 2 >rovislons have most clearly had the eflect at the same lime 
of enabling Mr. Frost to increase the profits made by him hi the per- 
formance of his contracts with the Guardians ot London Unions for the 
deportation of Irish paupers, receiving, as he appears to do, b's. additional 
and paying 2s. additional in the case of each adult, and charging mileage 
and other expenses of the conductor in each case, and sending one and 
the same conductor in charge of several cases, It has been suggested 
that a fit mode of trying the propriety and sufficiency of _Mr. Frost’s 
arrangements in regard to the accommodation provided by biin on board 
ship for the Irish women and children consigned to him for deportation, 
would be to prosecute him for the penalty of £5 under the 5th section of 
the 26th and 27th Vic., cap. 89 ; but, as already mentioned, the Commis- 
niissioners are anxious to avoid litigation, and they remain^ in hope that 
the discontinuance of Mr. Frost’s agency may be effected in some other 
way. They fear also that under the terms of the section referred to, which 
states that “the offence shall be deemed to have been committed at the 
port where the jioor person shall be landed,” no legal process eidsts by 
which Mr. Frost, for an ofience which he is alleged to have committed at 
Wapping, could be made amenable to justice in Ireland. 

The Oominissioners cannot but think that the Boards of Guardians of 
Unions and parishes in the metropolitan district, when they contract with 
Mr. Frost for the deportation ami safe delivery in Ireland of Irish-born 
subjects in the manner described in this and preceding reports, are losing 
sight of the nature of the legal process by which such removals are 
authorized to be conducted, each case being in the nature of a forcible 
arrest followed by forcible detention, and each person l’emo^ ed being re- 
garded as a prisoner under legal custody until arrival at tlie placed named 
in the warrant. 

In such 'cases it does not appear too much to expect that the person so 
arrested and detained should be placed for security in the hands of some 
trustworthy servant or officer of the Board of Guardians, with instruc- 
tions to proceed, in accordance with the provisions of the statute, to the 
place of destination, and not to lose sight of his charge until their arri\al 
there, or to transfer the execution of his task to any other person.

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No. 4. — Letter from the Commissioners to the Chief Secretary 
of the Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, January 2o, 1864. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland, desire to state, for the information of His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, that their attention having been drawn by the Board of 
Guardians of Kihnallock Union to the circumstances under which a young 
female, named Slargarct O’Brien, aged nineteen, was removed to Ireland 
from the parish of St. Mary Abbotts, Kensington, and who died two days 
after her arrival at Kilmalloch ; the Commissioners have made inquiry 
into the facts, so far as they can ascertain them. 

The Commissioners forward herewith a copy of tlie report which they 
have received from Mr, Horsley, Poor Law Inspector, on the subject, 
together with a coj>y of tlie minutes of evidence taken by him, and of 
the other papers relating to the case. 

It will be seen from these documents that Margaret O’Brien left Ireland 
about twelve months ago, previous to which time she had been labouring 
under disease of the heart and lungs ; that she wms not receiving wmrk- 
house relief at the time of her removal back from England, and that 
rather than take such relief she asked to be passed over to her friends in 
Ireland. 

A warrant for her removal, dated the 2nd December, 1863, appears 
accordingly to have been issued, though no copy of it w’as forwarded 
to the Board of Guardians by post, as required by section 3 of the Act 
24 and 25 Vic., cap. 76. The warrant certifies that the deceased had 
been seen by the Magistrate who issued it, and that she was in “such a 
state of health as not to be liable to suffer bodily or mental injury by the 
removal.” 

There seems, however, to be much question, from the unfortunate results 
in the case, whether her renmval was a proper cour.se, having regard to 
her state of health on the 2nd December; and, according to the evidence, 
it would certainly ap])ear to have been an improper course, on the 10th 
December, the day when the deceased was embarked at London. 

The Master of the Workhouse, and the relatives of the poor girl — to 
whom, by her desire, she w’as humanely sent from the Workhouse at 
Kilmallock by the Ma.ster — describe her deplorable state of health on her 
arrival. 

Dr. O’Connell, Medical Officer of the Kilmallock Workhouse, states that 
on Margaret O’Brien’s arrival at the Workhouse she “appeared to be very 
unwell, oppressed in her breathing, and swollen generally all over her 
person. Erom the hardness of her feet and the swollen state of them, he 
is of opinion that she had been affected with dropsy for more than a week 
previously, and that she was therefore in an unlit state for removal from 
London by sea on the 10th December last.” 

It further appears, that in direct violation of the 6th section of the Act 
24 and 25 Vic., cap. 76, she was sent by sea from London as a deck 
passenger, and being in that way exposed to cold and fatigue, at this 
inclement season of the year, “her death must, at any rate,” as Dr. 
O’Connell states, “ have been accelerated, if not caused, by ber improper 
removal.” 

notwithstanding that the girl’s removal from London is stated to have 
been at her own instance, yet the infraction of the law in the mode of 
effecting the removal, as well as the painful circumstances of the case, 
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appear to render it necessary to call attention to it, and the Commission- 
ers think it right, therefore, to forward the papers for His Excellency’s 
information.

The Clerk produced a -warrant, -which had been handed to him by the Master, for the 
removal of Margaret O’Brien, aged nineteen years, from the parish of Saint Mary Abbotts, 
Kensington, to this Union, for the parish of Kllfinane. 

The Master stated that the -woman, left this Workhouse upon the day of her arrival from 
England. . 

The Clerk produced the -written replies of the woman, which the Master had obtained 
from her, to certain queries furnished by the Poor Law Commissioner.s, by which it appeared 
that, contrary to the Gth section of 24 and 25 Vic., cap. 76, this woman had been removed 
on the deck of a steamer. The Clerk further stated that a copy of the warrant had not 
been sent to him, as is required by the 3rd section of the Act referred to. 

The Clerk was directed to send the documents forward to the Poor Law Commissioners.

to the removal of Margaret O’Brien from the parish of St. Mary Abbotts, 
Kensington, to Kilmallock, together with the warrant for ber removal and 
the usual statement of particulars respecting her case ] and in reference 
thereto, the Commissioners desire to state, that the warrant appears to be 
correct in point of form, and tbe pauper legally removable ; and she appears 
also to liave been brought to the ^Yorkhouse by a Removing Officer. The 
irregularities in the case appear to be, that no copy of tbe warrant was 
sent by post, as required by the 3rd section of the 24 and 25 Vic., cap. 76 ; 
and that the pauper wms sent as a dock passenger, contrary to the pro- 
visions of the 6th section of tlio 24 and 25 Vic., cap. 76. 

The 5th section of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 89, enacts, that any person 
violating the provisions contained in the 6th section of the last cited Act 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding £5, to be recovered on a sum- 
mary conviction before two Justices or a Police or Stipendiary Magistrate ; 
and it is provided that the offence shall he deemed to have been com- 
mitted at the port where the poor person shall be landed. 

The Commissioners are in comnuniication with Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, on the subject of the arrangements for removing Irish poor from 
England.

Margaret O'Brien, admitted on lith December, 18G3, and reported on the Morning Sick 
Keport of that date, was brought to the Workhonse by a man named Wiiliam Lyons, from 
Loudon, whose case I have already reported in replies to the queries furnislied by the Poor 
Law Commissioners. 

Immediately on her arrival at the Workhouse, she was offered bread and tea for break- 
fast, but said she preferred milk; and a quart of new milk boiled was supplied her, which 
she used at lier leisure. 

Soon after her admission she applied to me to send her home, and said she was not able 
to walk there to Kilfmane, a distance of five miles ; and upon her expressing much anxiety 
to get at once home and see her friends, 1 immediately granted her request, and took 
means to have her carefully conveyed there the same day she arrived here.

X. — Copy Report from Mr. Horsley, Poor Law Inspector. 

Kilmallock Union, 

Gentlemen, January 22, 1 864. 

Adverting to the Commissioners’ letter of the 13th instant, 1 have 
the honour to state, that on Thursday last, 1 inquired into the circum- 
stances attending the death of a poor woman named Margaret O’Brien, at 
Kilfinane, in the Kilmallock Union, on the 16tii ultimo; and I transmit 
herewith, for the information of the Commissioners, the minutes of evi- 
dence, on oath, which I obtained in regard to the case, and beg to report 
as follows thereon. 
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Tt appears tliat tliis poor woman, wlio had been passed by the parish 
authorities of St. Mary Abbotts, Kensington, to Kilniallock Union, em- 
barked at London on the 10th December last, and was delivered by_a 
person named William Lyons, on the 14th of the same month, at the Kil- 
mallock Workhouse; that she was exceedingly ill when she arrived there, 
and was at once seen by the Medical Officer, who prescribed for her ; but 
that she refused to remain in the Workhouse, and begged to be conveyed 
to her sister’s residence in the village of Kilfinane, where she arrived on 
the afternoon of the same day ; and having passed the night there, went on 
the following day to the house of her brother in the same village, where 
she died on the night of the 16th ultimo. 

It further appears, from the evidence of her sister-in-law, Mary O’Brien, 
that she was not receiving Workhouse relief at the time of her removal 
from the Parish of St. Mary Abbott ; but that, rather than take such 
relief, she asked to be passed over to her friends in Ireland. This is an 
important circumstance, so far as the parish authorities of St. Mary 
Abbotts are concerned ; for it admits of tho probability of tbeir not being 
a-ware of Margaret O’Brien’s precarious state of health, ami of her unfit- 
ness on that account to undergo the fatigue of the journey from London 
to Kilmallock. Be this as it may, it would appear from the evidence of 
Mr. Nelson, Master of the Kilmallock Workhouse, that the poor woman 
was sent over as a deck passenger, which at this season of the year was, 
without any reference to her state of health, a violation of the provisions 
of the 6th section of 24 and 25 Vic., cap. 76. 

I may mention that the poor woman’s sister, Mrs. Carroll, and her 
sister-in-law, Mary O’Brien, informed me that she w'as so weak and 
exhausted, that she was unable to converse much with them, or give a 
detailed account of the circumstances attending her removal from Eng- 
land ; and also beg to state that Dr. George Burke, of Kilfinane, informed 
me that, prior to Margaret O’Brien’s leaving that place in the early part 
of last year, he knew her to be labouring under disease of the heart and 
lungs. 

I return the file of papers sent to me for the purposes of the inquiry, 
and have the honour to remain.

Minutes of Evidence accompanying Mr. Horsley’s Report. 

Morci.\n Davii> O’Connkli., being duly sworn, saith — I have been Medical Officer 
of the Kilmallock Workhouse since the opening of that establishment. On the 14th of 
December last I saw in the Workhouse aforesaid a young woman, named Margaret O’Brien, 
who had arrived that morning from London, whence she liad been jiassed as a pauper from 
the parish of St. Mary Abbotts, Kensington. She loft London on the 10th of December 
last. She appeared to be very much opprc.ssed in her breathing, and swollen generally 
all over her person. From the hardness of her feet and the swollen .state of them, I am 
of opinion that she had been affected with dropsy for more than a week previously ; and 
that she was therefore in an unfit state for removal from London by sea on the 10th of 
December last ; and that, as she appeared to have been a deck passenger, and exposed to cold, 
her death must at any rate have been accelerated, if not caused, by her improper removal. I 
prescribed for her, having first admitted her to the Infirmary ; but she would not remain in 
the Workhouse, and was therefore conveyed to her friends in the neighbourhood.

She did not 
see a doctor whilst she was in my house. She told me nothing about her passage from 
Loudon to Cork.

Mary O’Brien, being duly sworn, saith — I am wife of John O’Brien. Margaret 
O’Brien, who was passed from London to Kilmallock Workhouse on the 14th December 
last, and who died in my house on the 16th of that month, was his sister. When she 
came to my house, on the loth of December last, she was very ill, and was much swollen, 
and appeared to be much oppressed in her breathing. I did not send for a doctor, as I 
thought he could do no good; but I sent for the priest, and she died on the following 
night. She told me before her death that she had come by long sea from London, and 
that she was kindly treated and attended to by the man -who came over in charge of her. 
She did not tell me wliethershe was a deck passenger or not. She told me that she was 
not in the Workhouse in London at the time she was sent over by the Parish ; but that 
she v/as living with her sister Mary, who is married to a man of the name of Connolly. I 
don’t know the address of Connolly. She told me she was going to be sent into the Lon- 
don Workhouse again, but that she preferred being sent to Ii-cland to her own friends.

James Nelson, being duly sworn, saith — I am Master of the Kilmallock Union Work- 
house. On the 14th of December last a young woman named Slargaret O’Brien was 
brought to the Workhouse by a Removing Officer named William Lyons. Margaret 
O’Brien had been passed from London to Kilmallock Workhouse by the parish authorities 
of St. Mary Abbotts, Kensington. She seemed to be in a bad state of health when she 
was brought to the Workhoiuse. Her legs and feet were swollen. She declined to re- 
main ill the Workhouse, and requested me to have her conveyed to her friends in Kilfi- 
nane, which place is about five and a-half miles from the Workhouse, and I sent her there 
on the Workhouse car. Before she left the ‘Workhouse, I questioned her as to her journey 
from London. Slie told me that she was a deck passenger, but that in other respects she 
was kindly treated. She was quite distinct on the point of her having been a deck pas- 
senger.

No. 5. — Letter from the Commissioners to the Chief Secre- 
tary of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Comraission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, November 25, 1863. 

The Coramissiouers for administering the Law for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland desire to state for the Information of their Excellencies the Lords 
Justices, that their attention has been drawn by tbe Board of Guardians 
of Skibbereen XJnion to the circumstances under which a female named 
Margaret Regan has been removed from the Stepney Union to Skibbereen, 
under a warrant dated the lOtli October last. 

A copy of the warrant i.s enclosed herewith, and it duly represents that 
the Magistrates who signed it had examined Margaret Regan, in order to 
ascertain that her state of health was such that she would not be liable 
to suffer bodily or mental injury from, removal to Ireland. 

A copy of depositions, purporting to have been made before the Magis- 
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trates who ordered lier removal, by Margaret Regan, at the Town Hall, 
Poplar, and which has been obtained in pursuance of the 3rd section of 
the Act 24 and 25 Yic., cap. 76, is also enclosed. 

Notwithstanding the regularity of these documents, however, there 
appears, if Margaret Regan’s statements to the Board of Guardians, and 
to Mr. Horsley, Poor Law Inspector, can be relied upon, to have been 
much informality in regard to her removal, as well as considerable hard- 
ship in the case, if there has not, indeed, been a distinct breach of the 
law. 

An extract from the report which the Commissioners have received 
from Mr. Horsley, forwarding the statements made to him on oath by 
Margaret Regan, together with a statement made to him by Sub-Constable 
Francis Gannon, is enclosed. 

From these depositions it appears that Margaret Regan, -who states that 
she is about twenty years of age, lived for ten years in the same service 
in the Commercial-road, London, uutil about six weeks before she w'as 
removed to Ireland. 

That during the six weeks referred to she was ill with fever, and after 
having been removed from her place of service to her mother’s dwelling, 
received relief in the Stepney Union AVorkhoiise. That when she was 
recovering, her mother wished to take her out of the hospital but was not 
permitted to do so, as she was not then quite recovered. That when she 
was getting better, the G>uardians asked her if she would like to be sent 
homej and that she replied in the afRrmatlvo, because she thought they 
meant to send her to her mother’s home, in Brook-street.” 

Instead of this, however, she was, two or three days afterwards, and 
but one day after she had got out of her sick bed, put on board a steamer 
in charge of a man named George Legan, who brought her to the Skibbereen 
Workhouse, the poor girl having been sent as a deck passenger. 

Margaret Regan states, that she was told that there was a Magistrate 
with the Guardians \vho came into the sick wmrd to ask her if she would 
like to go home; and that they told her to take hold of a pen and make 
a mark on a piece of paper;” but that they asked her no other question, 
and that she was not taken to any Police Court or Town Plall, and did 
not make any statement or answer any questions upon oath. 

It would appear, both from Margaret Regan’s own statement as well as 
from that of Sub-Constable Gannon, that the Removing Officer, George 
Legan, was not a proper person to have been intrusted with the duty. He 
seems not only to have neglected the girl altogether on the passage, but 
to have conveyed her from Cork to Skibbereen without providing her 
with food or the means of procuring it ; and that he was arrested for 
drunkenness on the day of his arrival in the town of Skibbereen. 

The 1st section of the Act 24 and 25 Vic., cap. 76, requires that no 
application for a Warrant of Removal from England to Ireland shall be 
heard and determined except by “ two or more Justices in Petty Sessions 
assembled, or by a Stipendiary Magistrate, or Metropolitan Police Magis- 
trate sitting in his Court and prescribes that such Justices or Magistrate 
shall see the person to be removed. 

The 6th section of the Act declares it to be unlawful to remove any 
woman or child under fourteen years of age as a deck passenger from the 
1st October to the 31st March in each year. Both of these provisions 
would appear to have been disregarded in the case of Margaret Regan. 

The Commissioners forward the documents enclosed, therefore, in the 
hope that the Lords Justices may be pleased to cause some communication 
to be made to the authorities in England, with a view to inquiry into the 
truth of the statements which have been made in this case. 

It will be observed that the facts complained of do not raise any ground 
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for appealing against the validity of the removal, so as to justify the 
Commissioners in directing an inquiry under section 7 of the Act above 
quoted.

in. — E xtract from Report from Mr. Horsley. 

Adverting to the Commissioners’ letters of the 11th instant, I beg to 
state, that on the 18tli instant I examined on oath Margaret Regan and 
Margaret Casey, recently removed from the Stepney and Whitechapel 
Unions, in England, to the Skibbereen Unionj and I have now the honour 
to transmit, for the information of the Commissioners, the evidence of the 
women in question, and to report as follows with reference to their re- 
spective cases. 
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If the statements made on oath before me by Margaret E.egan be true, 
her removal to Skibbereen Union by the authorities of the Stepney Union 
would appear to have been effected in a peculiarly harsh and illegal manner. 

The circumstances under which her removal took place are so clearly 
detailed in her evidence that 1 need not recapitulate them here, further 
than to point out that she was not taken before any magistrates in petty 
sessions assembled, or before a stipendiary magistrate, or before a metro- 
politan police magistrate sitting in court, previous to her removal, and 
that she was not aware that she was to be removed to Ireland until she 
was taken to Wapping Old Stairs and taken on board a steam-boat, about 
to sail for Cork, by the Removing Officer, George Legan, who not only 
appears to have neglected her altogether on her passage, but to have 
conveyed her from Cork to Skibbereen without providing her with food, 
or the means of procuring it. The Commissioners will observe from the 
evidence of Sub-Constable Francis Gannon that this man Legan was 
arrested for drunkenness in the town of Skibbereen on the day of his 
arrival here, and that he was a most improper person to be intrusted by 
the Stepney Union authorities with the removal of any pauper, especially 
of the more helpless sex. 

IV. — SlmuTES of Evide>xe i-efeiTcd to in Mr. Horsley’s Report. 

Margaret Regan, being duly sworn, saith — I am about twenty years of age, and my 
mother has told me that I was born near Leap, in the Skibbereen Union. I do not recol- 
lect ever being in Ireland until I arrived in it in the month of October last. I lived with 
niy father and mother at No. 6, Brook-street, Ratcliffe, London, till I went into service, 
about ten years ago, with Mr. Thomas, a baker, living in the Commercial-road, London; 

I think the number of his house is 51. I lived in service with Mr. Thomas continuously 
for about ten years in the same house, until about six weeks before I was removed by the 
]-.arish authorities of the Stepney Union to this country. During those six weeks I wa.s 
ill with fever in the Stepney Union Workhouse, and as soon as I recovered they sent me 
to this countrj’. When I was taken ill with fever, my master sent me home to my 
mother at No. 5, Brook-street, Ratcliffe. The parish doctor visited me at my mother’s 
bouse, and when 1 had been at home for two or three days, he sent me into the Stepney 
Union Hospital. My mother visited me once whilst I was in hospital. My mother 
wished to take me out of it; but I was not then quite recovered, and the Doctor would not 
allow her to remove me. Dr. Ross is the name of the Medical Officer of the Union. 
When I was getting better, the Guardians of the Stepney Union asked me if I would like 
to be sent home, and I said “ Yes,” because I thought they meant to send me to my mo- 
ther’s home in Brook-street. Two or three days afterwards I was taken by the Pass- 
Master of Stepney Workhouse to Wapping Old Stairs, where we met a man named George 
Legan, who took me on board a steam-boat, and accompanied me to Cork, and brought 
me on to Skibbereen Workhouse. This happened last month; but I don’t recollect on 
what day I went on board the steam-boat ; but Legan delivered me up at the Skibbereen 
Workhouse on Monday the 19th of last month. . I was a deck passenger on board the 
steamboat, and had no berth below stairs. There was a sort of shed on the deck for 
shelter, but there was no sleeping accommodation. I don’t know whether Legan wa.s a 
deck passenger or not. There were some other women under the shed at night. I had 
only been up from my sick bed for one day before I was taken to Wapping Old Stairs and 
put in charge of Legan. On the day that the Guardians asked me if I would like to be 
sent home, and that I said 1 would, because I thought they meant my mother’s home, 
they came into the sick ward in which 1 was. There was a magistrate with them, at least 
the nurse told me so afterwards. They asked me only whether I would like to go home, 
and when I said I would, they told me to take hold of a pen and make a mark on a piece 
of paper. They asked me no other question. I was not taken to any police court or town 
hall, nor did 1 make any statement or answer any questions upon oath. No book was put 
into my hand before or after I made tlie mark on the paper in the sick ward. I only saw 
my mother once in the hospital. That was after 1 had been about a week there. She 
came a second time to see me; but she was not allowed to see me. It was on the 
clay that I was sent to the steam-boat that she came for the second time. 

She did not know until afterwards that I was being sent to Skibbereen, and she sub- 
sequently wrote to the Master of Skibbereen Workhouse, asking whether I had arrived 
safely, and stating that it was against her consent that I had been sent to Ireland. When 
my master, Mr. Thomas, sent me home in fever to my mother, he said he would take me 
back into his service when I got well, and I would have gone back to him. On the 
passage I was sea-sick, and not able to eat. When Mr. Legan brought me on to Skib- 
bereen, after landing at Cork, he was not kind to me, and gave me nothing to eat or drink 
on the way. I tasted no food and got no drink from the time I left London till I arrived 

P 
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at the Skibhereen 'Workhouse. Mr. Legan did not offer to give me either food or drink. 
I had not a farthing of money. Mr. Legan brouglit overfire other women with him from 
London and left them in Cork. Those other women had food with them on board the 
steamboat, but I had none, nor bad I means of procuring any. I am sm-e Mr. Thomas 
would take me back into his service, if I could go to him. I was never in a Workhouse or 
received any poor relief before the parish doctor sent me into the Stepney Workhouse. My 
father has been dead for the last three years. My mother never received any parochial 
relief either in the Stepney Union or any other union that 1 know of. I swear most 
positively that I never was taken to any Police Court, or to Poplar Town Hall, before I 
was put on board the steamboat to come to Ireland. I never was in any house between 
the time of my being sent to the hospital of Stepney Woi-khouse and the time of my being 
put on board the steamboat. I was not above ten years old when I went into Mr. Thomas’s 
service.

Francis G.vnnon, being duly sworn, saith — I am a Sub-Constable in the Irish Con- 
stabulary, and am stationed at Skibhereen. On Monday the 19th of October last, I 
was on duty in the town of Skibhereen, and about two o’clock in the afternoon of that day 
I arrested George Legan, of Stepney, Middlesex, London, for being in a state of drunken- 
ness. He was lying down In a drowsy state on the pathway, close to the Roman Catholic 
Chapel, in the town of Skibhereen. I took him to the barrack, and kept him in the strong 
room there for about an hour. I then took him before Mr. MUarthy Downing, a Justice 
of the Peace for the town, who discharged him, because he stated to Mr. Downing- that If 
be were detained he would lose his passage to London, which had been paid for, and that 
he had no means of returning if he lo.st such passage. He had only from a shLUing to 
foui-teen pence in money. 

Legan in appearance was a most disreputable and blackguard-looldng person, and was 
inclined to be very insolent.

I am directed by the Board of Guardians to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 23rd ultimo, No. 46672/63, with its enclosures, relating to the removal of the above 
pauper to Ireland. 

It appears from the con-espondence and depositions in the matter that certain charges 
are made against the Guardians of this Union, and as such charges are based upon state- 
ments made by the pauper herself, and will be met by denials, it is, perhaps, only proper 
that the Poor Law Board should be informed of the fact that the pauper has only recently 
been confined in Colney Hatch Lunatic Asylum, and that she may therefore be regarded 
as being hardly responsible for the truth of her assertions. 

While in Colney Hatch Asylum, to which place the pauper was sent front this tlniou, 
on the 29th day of vSeptember, 1862, she was chargeable to the county of Middlesex, 
her previous residence in the Commercial-road having been in the neighbouring Union of 
Whitechapel. 

When she left the asylum she went into some situation which had been provided for her 
somewhere, as it is believed, in the neighbourhood of Paddington. She afterwards came 
back to live with her mother in Ratcliffe in this Union, and on the 7th day of July last, 
applied to Mr. Wriglit, the Relieving Officer for that hamlet, for relief, stating that she 
was unable to procure a situation. At this time she appeared to be in good health. She 
was admitted into the Union Workhou.se, chargeable to the hamlet of Ratcliffe, and on 
the following Thursday the Guardians made an order for her removal to Ireland. Before, 
however, she could be removed she became ill, and no further steps were taken in tlie 
matter until after the 9th October last, when the Medical Officer certified that she was in 
a fit state of health to bear the joiumey. A copy of the certificate given by the officer is 
sent herewith. 

Upon the receipt of the certificate, steps were taken for the removal of the pauper pur- 
suant to the order of the Guardians. She was taken by Mr. Coningham, the Removing 
Officer of the Union, on the following day (10th October), to Poplar Town Hall, wdiere 
two magistrates for the county, Mes.srs. Fletcher and Dixon, were sitting in petty sessions, 
and those gentlemen made the order for the removal in the usual manner. The 
erroneous description of the magistrates contained in the copy order transmitted to Ireland 
is to he regretted; it doubtless arose from the Removing Officer inadvertentl)' making such 
copy upon a wong form. A copy of the order actually made is sent herewith. 

The statement by the pauper that the Guardians, accompanied by a magistrate, wmut 
into the sick ward where she was, and procured lier mark to iier statement that she would 
like to be sent home, is a fabrication upon her part, as is also her assertion that she was 
not allowed to see her mother; the fact being that she was allowed out of the Workhoitse 
to visit and spend the day with her parent before her removal, and that after making such 
visit she voluntarily returned to and slept at Ratcliffe Workhouse, in this Union, on the 
night of the 13th October last, in order that she might be removed to Ireland on the fol- 
lowing day. 

With respect to the assertion of the pauper that she wms removed as a deck-passenger, 
and that she was not supplied with food upon her journey, I beg leave to state that Mr. 
John Frost, of No. 46, High-street, Wapping, the person employed by this Union to re- 
move the pauper to Ireland, states positively that such as.sertions are untrue. I have 
deemed it prudent to take domi i\Ir. Frost’s statement upon the subject in writing, and 
beg leave to forward a copy thereof herewith. 1 also enclose a co])y of the receipt given 
by him to the Guardians for his charges incidental to the removal of the pauper to Ireland. 

Perhaps I should state, for the information of the Poor Law Board, and as touching the 
general truthfulness of the pauper’s family, that a short time since the mother of the pauper 
appeared before the Guardians of this Union, and applied to them for out relief for 
herself and two children, whom she brought with her, and whom she claimed as her own. 
When, however, the children were examined apart from her, they disowned their would-be 
parent, and it turned out that they had been borrowed for the occasion. 

I much regret that my late illness has caused this explanation of the matter to be ao 
long deferred.

I, John Frost, state as follows: — 

It is not true, as stated, that the above pauper was forwarded by me to Ireland as a 
deck passenger. I paid for her accommodation below deck, pursuant to the Act of Parlia- 
ment, and supplied her with provisions for four day.s. 

It was I wlio forwarded the other five women mentioned in Margaret Regan’s deposi- 
tion to Ireland, mid I supplied the whole of them with the same quantity of food. All 
these Avomen were under the charge of Legan on board the boat. Legan has been in my 
employ, at different times, about live years, and I never heard any complaint against him 
before. I am sorry that he misconducted himself in Ireland ; but it does not appear that 
he Avus intoxicated until after he had performed all his duties there.

No. 7. — Letter from the Commissioners to the Under Secretary 
of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin. 
Sir, March 3, 1864. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Eelief of the 
Poor in Ireland return to you herewitl. 1 . the file of papers, which you 
referred to them on the 11th ultimo, on the subject of the removal of 
^largaret Regan from Stepney Union to Skibbereen. 

The Commissioners have communicated the statement of the Clerk 
of Stepney Union, and the documents which accompanied it, to the 
Skibbereen Board of Guardians, who have passed a resolution to the 
effect, that they cannot now question the removal of Margaret Regan, 
but that they feel that it is not at all certain but that she was sent as a 
deck-passenger ; and that I.egan (the Removing Officer) was undoubtedly 
drunk, and a person quite unfit to be trusted with the removal of a pauper. 

The Commissioners enclose for the information of his Excellency 
tlie Lord liieutenant, a copy of the resolution referred to, and desire 
at the same time to express their concurrence in the tenor of it. 

On the subject of Mr. Frost’s explanations regarding the deck pas- 
sage on this and other like cases, the Commissioners propose to report 
generally to his Excellency in another communication.* 

In reference to the individual case of Margaret Regan, the Commis- 
sioners cannot forbear obsendng that it is a very striking instance of the 
harsh operation of the law relating to the removal of Irish poor, according 
to the facts as appearing in the statement of the Clerk of Stepney Union. 

The girl is stated in the warrant to be only seventeen years of age ; 
she is known, as would appear from the Clerk’s statement, to be subject 
to fits of lunacy, that fact being adverted to by him as calculated to 
throw doubt upon the truth of any statements that she may have made 
at Skibbereen, and as showing that she may be regarded as hardly re- 
sponsible for the truth of her assertions; and yet, all this being known 
to the removing authorities, her own statements on oath were taken as 
the sole ground on which to issue a warrant of removal, and under the 
authority of the warrant issued on those statements she is separated 
forcibly and against her will from her mother, a widow without other 
children, and sent to a great distance beyond sea, to a country where 
there was no one whom she knew, and Avhere she is now cut off from all 
personal communication with her nearest and perhaps only known 
relative alive, whom she is prevented by law from making any endea- 
vour to rejoin in England.

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IV GUABDIANS’ MANUAL OF THE LAW OF CHARGEABILITY

It will be convenient for the Guardians of Unions in Ireland, when 
called upon to consider questions of chargeahility under the Poor Law 
to have before them in a succinct shape, arranged in the order ottime, 
all the provisions relating to the subject which have at any time been 
in force since the introduction of the law, and which are scattered 
through five Acts of Parliament. Although a few of the earlier pro- 
visions are now virtually obsolete, it will throw much light on the con- 
struction of the provisions which are in force to^ see what the original 
design was, and how it became modified from time to time by succes- 

sive enactments. , . 4 . r -i 

Thus on reading the whole as one connected series we cannot lail to 

Firstly— r/iai the Register of persons relieved was made the criterion of 

eharqeaUlity frerm the first, and cmitimies to he so throughout. 

Secondly— r/iaJ the previous residence of the person actually relieved, 
as described in the Register, has always determined the chargeaUhty of the 
relief aforded to him, and still does so, with one declared exception. ^ 

The following are all the provisions of the Irish Poor Law Acts which 
have at any time governed the question of chargeahility on electoral 
divisions ; viz : — 

Secs. iS and 44 of 1 and 2 Viet., c. 66 ; 

Secs. 12 and 13 of 6 and 7 Viet., c. 92 ; 

Secs. 11 and 12 of 10 Viet., o. 81 ;

admitted vrithin the space of six calendar months, the expense incurred in respect of such 
person shall be borne and charged in the same manner as before his so quitting the Work- 
house : provided ahvays, that every child relieved at the same time with any person liable 
under the provisions of the said first-recited Act to maintain such child shall be deemed to 
have been resident with such person, and its relief shall be charged to the electoral division 
or Union, as the case may be, accordingly. 

“XIII. And be it enacted, that if any person be described in the Register Book as 
resident in any electoral divLsion who has not so occupied a tenement or so slept in such 
division as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the Guardian or Guai-dians of such electoral 
division, or a majority of them, or for any three or more of the ten persons rated on the 
largest amount of net annual value within the electoral division, with the consent in writing 
of the Commissioners first obtained, to appeal against the decision of the Board of Guardians,

“ XI. And be it enacted, that, for the purpose of charging the relief afforded out of the 
Workhouse under the provisions of this Act, the Poor Law Commissioners shall cause to 
be printed, and shall furnish to every Clerk of an Union in Ireland, a Register Book, to be 
called “The Out-door Relief Register,” in a form similar to the Workhouse Register pre- 
scribed by the first-recited Act, in which the Clerk of the Union shall register, together 
with the otlier particulars in the said form required, the name of the electoral division in 
which every person relieved under this Act, out of the Workhouse, shall have been resident 
at the time of his beginning to receive such rcbef ; and all the provisions of the said Acts 
now in force for the relief of the destitute poor in Ireland, which determine the circum- 
stances under which any person shall be deemed to have been resident in an electoral 
division, and the manner of charging the expense of the relief of persons .stated in the 
Register to have been so resident in sonic electoral division, and of persons not stated in 
the Register to have been so resident, and all the provisions of the said Acts which relate 
to the production of the Register at every meeting of Guardians for their approval, ex- 
amination, and correction, and the signing and countersigning of the same, and all pro- 
visions of the said Acts which relate to the power of appealing against the decision 
of the Board of Guardians, touching the description of the residence of any person in the 
said Register, and to the costs which may be incurred in such appeal, shall extend and 
^PP^y to the Out-door Relief Register to be kept as aforesaid under the provisions of this 
Act, and to the persons relieved under this Act out of the Workhouse, and to the manner 
of charging the expense of the relief so afforded to such persons under this Act, and to the 
decisions of the Board of Guardians touching the description of the residence of any person 
in the Out-door Relief Register. 

“ XII. And be it enacted, that for the purpose of charging the expense of relief to any 
electoral division, no person shall after the passing of this Act be deemed to have been 
resident in such electoral division, unless during the three years before his application for 
relief he had occupied some tenement within such division fin- thirty calendar months, or, 
if he had not so occupied some tenement, had usually slept within such division for the 
period of thirty calendar months.”

“Whereas it is expedient to amend the laws in force for the more effectual relief of the 
destitute poor in Ireland: be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, that for the pur- 
pose of charging the expense of relief to any electoral division every person making appli- 
cation for relief shall, after the passing of this Act, be deemed t» have been resident in 
such electoral division in which during the period of three years next immediately before 
his application for relief he shall iiuvc been longest usually resident, whether by usually 
occupying any tenement situate or by usually sleeping within such district : 'provided 
always, that where any such person sliall not have occupied a tenement or slept within 
any such electoral divi.«-ion for at least twelve months in the whole during the said period 
of three years, the expense of the relief of such person shall in such case be borne by and 
charged against the whole Union in which he or she is relieved ; provided also, that where 
any person chargeable to any electoral division shall have i-eceived relief, and shall cease

“ I. For the purpose of charging the expense of relief to any electoral division, every 
person making application for relief after the passing of this Act shall be deemed to have 
been re.sident in such electoral division in which, during the period of five years next before 
his application for relief, he shall have been longest usually resident, whether by usually 
occupying anv tenement situate, or by usually sleeping, within such di.strict : provided 
always, that where any such person .shall not have occupied a tenement or slept within any 
such electoral division for at least two years in the whole during the said period of five 
years, the expen.se of the relief of such person shall in such case be borne by and charged 
against the whole Union in which he or she is relieved : provided also, tliat where any 
penson chargeable to any electoral division shall have received relief, and shall cease to be 
relieved, and shall thereafter within the period of twelve months again begin to^ receive 
relief, such last-mentioned relief shall be chargeable on the electoral division to which such 
person was in the first in.stancc chargeable: provided also, that the cost for the relief of 
destitute poor who shall not have resided in the Union where such relief is given for the 
last five years next previous to receiving such relief shall he charged and chargeable 
according to the provisions of an Act passed in the tenth year of Her present Majesty, 
intituled ‘ An Act to make further Provision for the Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ire- 
land provided also, that in estimating the time of residence in the Union or electoral 
division, residence in the Workhouse shall be considered to be re.sidence in the Union, and 
also in the electoral division, if there be any such to which the pauper during such residence 
shall be chargeable, but shall not be considered to be residence in the electoral division in 
which the Workhouse is situate, unless the pauper be chargeable to such division.” 

Sections erroneously referred to. 

A great deal of unnecessary confusion and uncertainty has been 
created at the Boards of Guardians of some of the Unions, in conse- 
quence of other provisions of the Irish Poor Law liaving been referred 
to as bearing on the question of chargeability on electoral divisions in 
certain cases ; those sections, having, however, no relation whatever 
to the subject. 

The sections more particularly alluded to are the following ; — 

Sec. 54 of 1 and 9 Viet., c. 50. 

“ LIV. And be it enacted, that all relief given under this Act to a wife or child shall 
be considered as given to the person declared by this Act to be liable to maintain such 
wife or child.” 

Sec. 8 of lOtii Vic., c. 31. 

“ VIII. And be it enacted that, all relief given under thi.s Act to a wife or child shall 
be considered as given to the per.son who, under the provisions of the first-recited Act, 
shall be liable to maintain .such wife or child ; and the child of any poor person relieved 
under this Act shall be subject to the same liability in respect of such relief as in respect 
of any relief granted under the above-recited Act passed in the second year of the reign of 
Her present Majesty.” 

Under the first of the two sections last above cited, and under the 
first branch of the second of those sections, lias arisen the doubt so 
often suggested, whether the residence of the person liable to main- 
tain the wife or child is not the residence to be regarded in determin- 
ing the chargeability, instead of the residence of the person actually 
relieved. 

As already stated, neither of these two sections has any relation to 
the subject of the chargeability of relief on electoral divisions. They 
have another and entirely different application, and merely indicate the 
person who is liable for the repayment of the cost of any relief afforded 
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which might be recovered under the provisions of the Poor Law Acts. 
The sections with which section 54 ot the original Act is in ju.vtapo- 
sitiou (i.e, secs. 53 and 65) show clearly that this is its bearing, and its 
only hearing. Thus section 63 declares the liability of persons therein 
described to maintain certain other persons; section 54 declares relief 
eiven to the latter shall be “ considered' as given to the former ; and 
section 65 shows how the cost of relief is to be recovered from “ the 
person to whom it is given, or considered as given, under this Act.” 

It is also to be observed that under 6 and 7 Vic., c. Slg, the residence 
in question was the residence of the person relieved previous to his 
or her admission to the Worhhouse ; and this, surely, could not have 
been the residence of the husband or father in cases in which he never 
was an inmate of the Workhouse. 

Similar observations apply to the corresponding words regarding 
out-relief in section S of Itith Victoria, cap. 31. Jloreover, in the 
case of this section the words relied on arc associated with other lan- 
guage relating most clearly to the liability to repay the cost of relief, 
and not to electoral division chargeability. 

Child Believed togethee with P.-uient. 

With regard to the one case which is expressly declared by enact- 
ment to be excepted from the general rule of chargeability. it is enacted 
in the proviso to the 12th section of 6th and 7th Viet,, cap. £12, that 
“ every child relieved at the same time with any person liable under the 
provisions of the first-recited Act to maintain such child shall be 
deemed to have been resident with such person and “ its relief shall 
be charged to the electoral division or Union, as the case may be, ac- 
cordingly.” This proviso very clearly shows that the Legislature did 
not assign such a meaning to the 54th section of 1st and 2nd Viet. as 
that which has been attempted to be placed upon it, otherwise there 
would have been no necessity for tliis enactment. 

Secondly, the language of the proviso is such as to restrict this 
departure from the general rule of chargeability according to the resi- 
dence of the person actually relieved, to the 'case where the parent is 
relieved “ at the same time,” when his residence would of course be 
described on the Workhouse Eegister. In any other case, the child’s 
chargeability would necessarily have continued to be governed by its 
own residence previous to admission, and not by the previous residence 
of its loarent, which might not have been within the Union, or might 
not be known. 

The appeal given by this Act of 6th and 7th Vic., cap. 92, in favour 
of an electoral division alleged to be unjustly charged is not against 
the charge itself, but against the erroneous description in the Register 
of the residence of the person relieved, clearly showing that this, and 
this alone, is the basis of chargeability, except in the one excepted 
case of the child relieved at the same time with the parent. 

Wife Relieved togehhee with Husband. 

It is very probable that the omission of the wife from the operation 
of this proviso was not intentional on the part of the framers of the 
Act; but from what has been already stated, it would seem impossible 
to depart from the principle of '‘residence as described on the Register,” 
without an express legislative direction to do so, otherwise than by pro- 
ceeding on a principle which would render it impossible in a great 
number of cases to determine the chargeability according to the rule 
of residence laid down by the Legislature for that purpose. 
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It is hoped that the doubts above alluded to, wherever they exist, 
on the subject of the chargeability of the wife and child, may be 
removed by the preceding explanation, as the greater part of the 
questions which are now referred to the Commissioners for solution 
have relation to the chargeability of wife or child under tlie sections 
referred to. 

Last A:mendment Act. 

It does not seem necessary to dwell upon any other questions of con- 
struction which have occasionally arisen, nor would it be possible to 
anticipate the various states of facts involved in the cases which may 
hereafter arise. It is sufiicientto observe that under the last Amend- 
ment Act the future cases are divisible into two classes, one of which, 
defined by five years’ residence in the Union, falls within the provisions 
of the first section of that Act, and the other does not. The latter 
class of cases must be determined according to the provisions of the 
10th Viet., cap. 31, and the previous provisions not virtually repealed 
by that Act. 

Precedexts. 

It may be further useful to the Guardians of Unions to subjoin a 
limited number of precedents applicable to cases like those which have 
heretofore been most frequently referred to the Commissioners as in- 
volving questions of doubt and difficulty. In regard to these prece- 
dents, however, the Guardians will understand that in any case of dis- 
puted chargeability, if the parties authorized to appeal against an alleged 
wrongful decision of the Board of Guardians should wish to avail 
•themselves of that course, and to apply for the necessary consent on 
the part of the Poor Law Commissioners, the Commissioners will not 
feel themselves precluded by any opinion expressed by them, either 
here or elsewhere, from entertaining the application and giving their 
consent to an appeal whenever the state of the facts or any question of 
law involved may appear to them to admit of doubt. 

I. As to Reddence. 

1. A pauper was admitted to the workhouse in November, 1862, 
and charged to an electoral division, and the chargeability was objected 
to, on the ground that although she was born in that division she had 
had no fixed residence in it for many years. She had been frequently 
relieved before and always charged to the same division, and the fol- 
lowing statement of the periods during which she had so received relief 
was forwarded to the Commissioners : — 

From 8th January, 1856, to 27th Jlarch, 1856. 

„ 17th Slay, 1856, to 5th August, 1856. 

„ 13tli December, 1856, to 13th April, 1857. 

,, 13th April, 1858, to 15th May, 1858. 

„ 8th June, 1858, to 8th Deccmbei’, 1858. 

„ 28tli Decemher. 1861, to 9th July, 1862. 

The Commissioners stated that, assuming the chargeahility to have 
been correct rvhen the itauper was admitted in December, 1861, the 
Guardians were right in cliarging her to the same division on her re- 
admission in November, 180:2, in accordance with tlie iud proviso in 
the 1st section of the 25th and 20th Vic., c. 83; but that if the 
chargeability of Decemlier, 1801, was erronoous, the Giiardiau.s were 
not bound by it, and on her application for re-admission might pro- 
perly reconsider the question of her previous residence. It does not 
appear to he alleged that she had not resided in the union for the five 
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vPM-s before her last application for relief, but merely that she had 
m“ded in various electoral divisions ; and it was therefore necessary to 
deteruiine in what electoral division she had been longest le.ide t, 
fud to charge her to that electoral division if the period of her resi- 
toce in it amounted in the whole to two years; but if not then to 
the union at large ; and it is to be observed, that in estimating the 
residence in the union or electoral division, residence m the 
Workhouse is to be considered as residence in the electoral 
Xch the pauper was chargeable during such residence in the woik- 

house. 

II. J^rea^ m Residence. 

2 The opinion of the Commissioners was requested as to the proper 
dim-veabili^ of a man who had been admitted to the workhouse, and 
rt^during the last five years had lodged in one division of the union 
with the exception of five months in the present year, one month l“t 
and one month the year before, which he spent in England either 
rmployCen” or m semch of employment. The, Commissioners 
stated that it is for the Board of Guardians to determine in each case 
rf this Idnd that comes before them, whether the facts are such as to 
CoSte a break in the residence for the period required by haw. The 
Commissioners were of opinion that a short temporal oh^onoe o the 
nZm without any intention of taking up his residence elsewheie, 
Sd not constitute a break in the residence ; but it is for the Guardians 
to consider whether an absence for so long a period as five montlis 
in search of employment can be regarded as a mere temporary absence 
of thirdescription; and not, therefore, as a break in the residence. It 
tim Gumdians should arrive at the conclusion that the absence was 
i^it such as to constitute a break in the residence die pauper would 
appear to be chargeable to the electoral division ; but if, on the othei 
hand they consider there has not been such a residence for five jeais 
as is contemplated by the 1st section ot the gsth and 26th \ic., c. 8^ 
the chargeability must be regulated by the 12th section of the 1 0th 
Vic e 31 ; and in that case it would depend, upon wxiether he had 
occupied a tenement or usually slept in the division for thirty months 
1 nf the last three years. If he had so occupied a tenement or usually 
:C f- that S he Vteiild be chargeable to the division, but if not, 
be would be chargeable to the union at large. 

'! In reply to an inquiry whether a pauper must have resided pei- 
nentlv vvithout liaviim becii out of the union for the last five yeais 
an electoral division, the Commissioners 

stated hat when resictence in the union shall not have existed for he 
lean red period of five rears, the charge is to be made according to the 
iXi ions of a previous Act (10 Vic., c. 3), sec. 12 , requiring thirty 
rr vrsldenee in one electoral division. The circumstances 
ueciihirto each case must be considered in determining vvlmthcr there 
has been any such break in the residence of an applicant toi lehef m 
the uni™ i any particular electoral division as wmiild be of a na ure 
sufficient to change the mode of charging the cost of the rehcf afloi de,l. 

.1 -V Board of Guardians having requested to be intorraed how 
' „i-lna ndmission should be charged vvho had resided in an 

■^Sau'wision for the past three years, but who was out of the imioii 
'immediately before for two years, one year, or sixmonths. l he Com- 
missioners referred to the third proviso to the 1st section of the Act 2,i 
™nd rVie., C. 83, by which it is declared that tlm cost of relief, where 
*e ripper has not lesidod in the union lor the five years next preced- 
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ing the receipt of relief, shall be charged according to the provisions of 
the Act in Vic., c. 31. The Commissioners also referred to the IQth 
section of the last-mentioned Act, from ^\hich it will be perceived that 
in a case such as that referred to, the party is chargeable to the electoral 
division in which he is stated to have resided for thirty months out of 
the past three years. 

5. The opinion of the Commissioners was requested as to the charge- 
ability of a pauper whose residence during the five years before her 
application for relief had been as follows : —

The Commissioners stated that the pauper not having resided within 
the union for the whole of the period of five years next preceding her 
application for relief, the cost of the relief while in the workhouse was 
chargeable, according to the provisions of the I2th section of the Act 
19 Vic., c. 31, which, for the purpose of charging the cost of relief to an 
electoral division, requires a residence of thirty calendar months in the 
electoral division out of the three years before the application for relief, 

0. A woman was admitted and charged to an electoral division. She 
liad been in gaol (out of the union) for the last two years and a-half, 
but had resided in the electoral division the rest of her life. She had 
been committed to gaol as a lunatic, and was not in the workhouse at 
the time of being committed, nor previously ; and the Guardians wished 
to know whether she was still chargeable on the same division. 

The Commissioners advised that she was chargeable to the union at 
lai'ge, inasmuch as she had not resided in the union for the full term 
of five years next previous to receiving relief, nor for the period of thirty 
months out of the three years immediately preceding her application 
lor relief in any electoral division of the union. 

7. The opinion of the Commissioners having been requested as to 
the chargeahility of an applicant for admission who had resided all his 
life in one electoral division, with the exception of five weeks during 
which he was absent, and out of the union, on drill in the militia ; and 
whether this absence of five weeks made him a union pauper. The 
Commissioners stated that the temporary absence of the applicant 
from the union, as described, did not appear to them to alter his 
chargeahility. 



III. Occjipaiion of a dwelling-house — usually sleeping. 

8. A man was admitted into the workhouse for medical treatment, 
and a question arose as to his chargeahility, it appearing that he had 
for the last seven years worked and slept for five nights in each week 
in electoral division A, while at the same time his wife and children 
occupied a tenement in electoral division B, for which he paid the rent, 
and where he stayed on Saturday nights and Sundays. 

The Commissioners were of opinion that the chargeahility was on 
electoral division B, inasmuch as the house in which his family resided 
was clearly in his occupation, whether he slept in it or not during tlie 
whole time in question.*

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IV. Out-door relief chargeahility. 

fl. A woman residing in electoral division A was in receipt of out- 
door relief, chargeable to electoral division B, and the Guardians desired 
to be informed whether, if she remained in electoral division A for any 
certain period, she would become chargeable to tliat dbdsion. 

The Commissioners stated that a residence in a ditlerent electoral 
division from that to which the person is chargeable will not alter the 
chargeahility while the relief continues, or even after discontinuance 
for less than one year ; but that after discontinuance for a year the 
chargeahility might become altered by residence. 

10. A person became destitute in an electoral division in which slie 
had resided twenty-six months, having previously resided out of the 
union. Out-door relief was given by the Guardians and charged to the 
union at large. After she had continued in receipt of relief for twelve 
months a question was raised as to her chargeahility : and the Guar- 
dians requested to be informed whether, as she had now resided thiee 
years and two months in the electoral division, she still continued 

chargeable to the union at large. 

The Commissioners stated that the provisions of the law which are 
applicable to the chargeahility of the relief of persons admitted into the 
workhouse are also applicable in cases of relief out of the workhouse. 
By those provisions relief in the workhouse is determinable according 
to the residence of the applicant previously to his application for relief, 
and no question can arise to change his chargeahility until he ceases 
to be relieved and again applies for relief. 



V. CircumsUinces under which the chargeahility on re-adn iss on is to he the 
same as before. 

1 1 A man with his wife and family lived in Haggardstown Electoral 
Division for five years, then left and went to live in Dromiskm Electoral 
Division, and shortly afterwards the man died. The woman then 
obtained out-door relief, chargeable to Haggardstown Division. She 
continued to receive out-door relief at intervals for two years and a-lialt, 
and then entered the workhouse with her family. The opinion of the 
Commissioners was requested whether she should, on entering the 
workhouse, be charged to Dromiskin Division, where she had lived toi 
two years and a-half, or to Haggardstown Division, to which the out- 
door relief which she had received had been charged. 

The Commissioners stated that if a year did not elapse between the 
time the woman last received out-door relief which was charged to 
Hao-gardstown Electoral Division and the time she entered the work- 
house, her relief in the workhouse was properly chargeable to that 
division; it being provided by the 1st section ot the Act ‘25 mid 
Vic. c.S'i, that when any person chargeable to an electoral division 
shall have received relief and shall cease to be relieved, and shall there- 
after within the period of twelve months^‘ again begin to receive relief, 
such last mentioned relief shall be chargeable on the electoral division 
to which such person was in the first instance chaigeable. 

12. In reply to an inquiry whether, if a pauper properly charged to 



* This period of tiveive montlis oniy applies to cases where the previous chargeahility 
was to ail electoral division; the 12th section of the 6th and i th V ic., cap. J2, winch con 
tains the first enactment, that persons on re-admission within a certain time shall be

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any electoral division leaves tlie workhouse and the union and returns 
to tbe workhouse in six months, such pauper is chargeable to the 
electoral division to which he was previously chargeable ; the Com- 
nhssioners stated that in such a case effect must be given to the second 
proviso to. ‘section 1 of the Act 25 and 26 Vic., c. 83, by which it is 
enacted that where any person chargeable to any electoral division shall 
have received relief and shall cease to be relieved, and shall thereafter 
within the period of twelve months again begin to receive relief, such 
last-mentioned relief shall be chargeable to the electoral division to 
which such ])erson was in the first instance chargeable. 

13. A man with his wife and two children took their discharge from 
the workhouse in the month of August, having been inmates for only 
a few months. Up to the date of his admission and after his discharge 
the husband lived apart from his wife and children, he in one electoral 
division and they in another. The wife and children were again ad- 
mitted in January, but without the husband, and the opinion of the 
Commissioners was requested whether the wife and children ought to 
be charged to the electoral division on which they with the husband 
were charged when last in the workhouse, or whether the woman was, 
under the circumstances, to be regarded independently of the husband, 
and charged according to her own residence for the last five years. 

The Commissioners advised that, assuming the wife and children to 
have been properly cljarged in the first instance, they were now charge- 
able as before. 

J i. Tlie opinion of the Commissioners was requested whether a man 
who had been an inmate of the workhouse charged to an electoral divi- 
sion for a period ol seven years, and who then went out of the work- 
house and left the union for a period of sixteen months, during which 
time he married a woman with two children, was to be charged on. re- 
admission to the same electoral division as before, or to the union at 
large, and whether the woman and her two children, who were under 
age, were to be placed on the same chargeability with him. 

The Commissioners advised that, more than twelve nionths having 
elapsed since the jnan left the workhouse, he was not necessarily .charger 
able to the same electoral division as before ; and that not having 
resided in the union for the last five years, his chargeability must be 
determined by the lOtb Vic., c. 31, according to which no person is 
to be deemed to have been resident in an electoral division, unless 
during the three years before his application for relief he had occupied 
some tenement, or usually slept in sucli division for thirty calendar 
months ; and that, tlierefore, the man appearing to have been absent 
from the union for sixteen months, he was chargeable to the union at large. 

-In regard to the children, the CV.)mmissioners referred to the proviso 
to the 12th section ol the 6th and 7th Vic., c. 92, according to which 
every child relieved at the same time with any person liable, under tbe 
provisions of the 1st and 2nd Vic., c. 50, to maintain such child, is to 
be deemed to have been resident with such person, and the relief 
charged accordingly. The children are therefore chargeable in the same 
way as the man; but in regard to the wife, the provision just quoted 
being limited to children, and there being no similar provision in rela- 
tion to wives, the Commissioners were of opinion that she was charge- 
able according to her own previous residence. 

VI. As to residence in Gaols or Public Institutions. 

15. A woman who had resided all her life in an electoral division 
became insane, and was committed to gaol as a dangerous lunatic, the 
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gaol being out of the union. After a period of seventeen months she 
was discharged from gaol and returned to her former residence, and 
was then admitted to the workhouse, and charged to the union at large 
on the ground that she had not resided in the union for the full term 
of the last five years, and had not resided in any electoral division for 
thirty months out of the last three years. It was contended, however, 
that as her residence out of the union was not voluntary, but compul- 
sory, and that if she had been admitted to the workhouse at the time 
she was sent to gaol, she would have been charged to the electoral divi- 
sion in which she had previously resided, the case differed from an or- 
dinary one of residence w'ithin the meaning of the sections relating to 
chargeability according to residence. 

The Commissioners stated that there is no provision in the Poor Law 
Acts which distinguish between residence in a gaol, wdiether compul- 
sory or otherwise, and residence under ordinary circumstances. The 
Guardians, in determining the question of chargeability in this case, 
must therefore look upon the time spent by the woman in Cavan Gaol 
as simply residence for so long out of the Cootehill Union in the ordi- 
nary way. • 

10. A person who had been infirmary nurse in the worldiouse for 
fourteen years, previous to ■which she had resided in the electoral divi- 
sion in W'hich the workhouse was situated, became a pauper inmate of 
the workhouse, and the Guardians requested the opinion of the Com- 
missioners as to her chargeability — it being contended by some of the 
Guardians that she should be charged to the union at large, having 
been an officer in the workhouse, which belonged to the entire union, 
while others considered that she was chargeable to the division in which 
the workhouse was situated. 

The Commissioners advised that the residence of a paid officer in 
the workhouse must be regarded as residence in the electoral division in 
which it is situate; and that, consequenth^ the late nurse •would appear 
to be chargeable to that division on her admission as a pauper. 

1 7. In reply to an inquiry as to the chargeability of a young man who 
had been for the last seven years an inmate of the Catholic Deaf and 
Dumb Institution in Dublin, chargeable to Kilkenny Electoral Division, 
but who was now admitted to the ■workhouse ; the Commissioners stated 
that the relief afforded would remain chargeable in the same way that 
it had been charged during the time the person relieved was in the 
asydum. 



VII. As to Chargeability of Dependent ^Lemhers of Families. 

18. The opinion of the Commissioners having been requested whe- 
ther, in the event of a married woman, or a child nnde]’ fifteen years of 
age, obtaining relief in the workhouse unaccompanied by the person 
liable to maintain such wife or child, the chargeability of the party 
should be regulated by that of the head of the family, or by the previous 
residence of such wife or child, irrespective of the residence of the hus- 
band or parent; the Commissioners stated ..that in such cases the 
chargeability of the parties admitted to relief should be determined 
without reference to the residence of the husband or father; for al- 
though it is declared by the 54th section of the Act 1 and 2 Vic., c. 56, 
ahd also by the 8th section of the 10th Vic., c. 81, that all relief giv'en 
to a wife or child shall he considered as given to the person liable to 
maintain such wife or child, it does not follow that the cost of such 
relief is in every case to be borne by the electoral division to which 
the husband or father would be chargeable were he an inmate of the 
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workhouse. The sections of the Poor Law Acts which relate to the 
mode of charging the cost of relief afforded to destitute persons, require 
that the chargeahility of such persons shall be ascertained by reference 
to the previous residence of the recipients themselves, and not to that 
of the parties legidly liable to maintain them. In case, however, the 
head of the family shall enter the workhouse as a pauper while any 
child under the age of fifteen years which he is liable to maintain, 
under the r»:ird section of the Act 1 and 2 Vic., c. 56, shall be main- 
tained therein, the latter would, in pursuance of the provisions of the 
]2th section of the 6th and 7th Vic., c. 92, be deemed to have been 
resident with the first-mentioned party, and the relief to such child 
should thenceforth be charged accordingly. 

10. J.n reply to an inquiry whether cliildren born in the workhouse 
or admitted to the workhouse under twelvemonths of age are legally 
chargeable to the union at large, the mother being chargeable to an elec- 
toral division ; the Commissioners stated that in accordance with the 
last proviso to the 12th section of the 6th and 7thVic., c. 92, every 
child relieved at the same time with any person liable to maintain such 
child is to be deemed to have been resident with such person, and its 
relief charged to the electoral division or to the union at large, as the 
case may be. Children, admitted to the workhouse without the per- 
sons liable to maintain them are chargeable according to the cir- 
cumstances of their own residence, irrespective of the residence of 
the persons liable for their maintenance, but not relieved at the same 
time with them. Illegitimate children should be registered in the 
name of the mother, who is legally liable for their maintenance. 
Children of the age specilied admitted to the workhouse without the 
party legally liable to maintain them, will be chargeable, under the 
provisions of the 12th section of the Act 10 Vic., c. 31, to the union 
at large, not having been resident in the union, nor in any electoral 
division for thirty months out of the last three years. 

20. The opinion of the Commissioners was requested as to the 
chargeability of two children admitted into the workhouse of Ennis 
Union, without their father, under the following circumstances : — The 
father came from Liscaiinor five years ago, and was employed at a build- 
ing in Tulla Union and at the railway terminus in Ennis: he went to 
London — where he now is — two years ago ; the children were con- 
tinually living in Ennis from the time the father first came to the 
union, and were recently supported by their friends there. 

The Commissioners stated that had the children resided in the union 
during the whole of the five years immediately preceding their admis- 
sion to the workhouse, they would be chargeable to the electoral divi- 
sion in which they had resided longest, provided that they lived for at 
least two years in such division. If, however, they have not resided 
for the full term of five years in the union, they are chargeable, in 
accordance with the provisions of the 12th section of the 10th Vic., 
c. 31. to the electoral division in which they have resided for thirty 
months of the three vears immediately preceding their admission ; and 
failing that length of residence in any one electoral division, they are 
cliargeable to the union at large. The father not having been relieved 
together with the children, his residence at former periods is irama- 
torial to the question. 

21. A child, aged nine years, was admitted to the workhouse with her 
grandmother: both had been resident for the last nine years in Clona- 
keelan Electoral Division. The father of the child went to America 
six years ago and has not since been heard of. The guardians wished 
to know how she should be charged. 
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The Commissioners stated that the chargeahility of the child should 
be ascertained by reference to her own previous residence, without 
regard to the question of the residence of her father; and that as it 
appeared that she had always resided in Clonakeelan Electoral Division 
she was properly chargeable to that division. 

22. A legitimate child was admitted to the workhouse and charged 
to the same electoral division with its mother, the father being absent 
from the union; and the opinion of the Goiiimissioners was requested 
as to the correctness of this chargeability. 

The Commissioners stated that in their opinion the chargeability of 
the child must be determined according to its own residence, and not 
according to that of the mother, who during the lifetime of the father 
could not be considered to be the person liable, under the provisions 
of the Irish Poor Relief Act, to maintain the child, as indicated in the 
proviso to the 12th section of the 6th and 7th -Vic., c. 92. 

23. In reply to an inquiry as to how a child under thirtymonths old 
and a child between thirty months and five years old should be charged, 
such children having always resided in one electoral division, and being 
both relieved without their parents; the Commissioners stated that a 
child under the age of thirty months admitted to the w’orkhouse with- 
out the person legally liahic to maintain it, will he chargeable under the 
provisions of the 12th section of the Act 10 Vic., c. 31, to the union at 
large, not having been rosideut in any electoral division for thirtymonths 
out of the preceding three years. In the case of children over that age 
and under five years, such of them as may have resided fertile required 
time (viz., thirty months out of the last three years) in some particular 
electoral division of the union, will he chargeable to that division. 

24. In reply to an inquiiy as to the chargeability ol a woman ad- 
mitted to the workhouse, who had resided all her lite in Naas, but who 
about two years and a-half before her admission had liecn married to a 
soldier, a stranger in the union, at that time in the Curragh Camp, hut 
who had since left tlie country; the Commissioners stated that the 
woman must be charged according to her own residence, without refer- 
ence to that of her husband. 

25. A woman lived two and a-half years as servant in the electoral 
division of Strokestowii, at the end of which period (I'ebruary, 1862) she 
inanicd a man who had resided in Annaglimore Electoral Division all 
his life. In October, 1862, she returned to Slrokestown and lived 
there six months. Seven months since her husband went to England, 
where he still remains. Since leaving her last employment the woman 
has resided at the house of her husband’s mother in Annaghmoro 
Division, with the exception of a short time spent in the workhouse 
last September, charged to Annaghmoro Division. The Commissioners 
were requestccl to advise whether the fact ol the woman s own resi- 
dence being three out of the last five ycairs in Strokestowii make, her 
chargeable to that division, or whether the chargeahility should be 
governed by the residence of the husband, or whether the question is 
affected by the fact of the woman ha^•iog been charged to Annaglimore 
Division within the last twelve inontlis. 

The Coramissioners advised that the chargeability was determinable 
according to the woman’s own residence, and not according to that ol 
lier husband ; and as it appeared that she had resided three out of the 
la,.st five ^'ears in Strokestown, she was chargeable to that division. 
The fact of her having been relieved and charged to the Annaghmore 
Electoral Division within the last twelve months did not, in the opinion 
of the Commissioners, affect the question, that chargeability, according 
to the facts stated, having been clearly erroneous. 

G 
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Law of Chargeahility under the [App. A., IV 

26. In reply to an inquiiy whether a child bom in the workhouse 
can legally be charged to the electoral division to which its mother is 
chargeable, the Commissioners stated that a child follows the registry 
of the father, if relieved at the same time with him, he being liable for 
its maintenance. If not relieved at the same time with the father it 
would be chargeable according to its own residence; and if under two 
years of age, to the union at large. An illegitimate child relieved with 
its mother takes the chargeahility of the mother, the only parent known 
to the law. 

27. A man chargeable to the union at large was admitted to the 
workhouse with his wife and her children by a former marriage ; the 
woman, previously to her marriage, had acquired a chargeahility to an 
electoral division. The parties were charged on admission as fol- 
lows: — The man to the union at large, the woman to the electoral 
division to which she was chargeable according to her own residence, 
and her children to the union at large, the same as her husband. This 
mode of charging them was disputed, and the opinion of the Com- 
missioners was requested, who stated that the Board a 2 ‘>peared to have 
correctly determined the chargeahility of the several members of the 
family, according to the facts stated. 

28. ’ In September, 1862, a woman and three children under fifteen 
years of ago ■were admitted, chargeable to an electoral division. In 
March following, the husband was admitted, chargeable to the union 
at large, and the Commissioners were asked whether, on the admission 
of the husband, the chargeahility of the wife and children should not 
be transferred from the electoral division to the union at large, to 
which he was chargeable. 

The Commissioners stated that the ehargeability of the wife should 
continue to be as determined, in accordance with her own residence 
during the three years preceding her application for relief; but that as 
the hnshand had entered the Avorkhouse, his children under fifteen years 
of age should follow his chai’geahility^ in accordance with the proviso 
to the 12tii section of the .^ct 0 and 7 Vic., c. 92. 

\'ril. As to Cliavyaahility of IlUgilimate Children. 

29. A woman with illegitimate children, charged to the union at large, 
left the Avorkhouse, and got married to a man chargeable to an electoral 
division. She Avas re-admitted Avithin twelve months, and the Commis- 
sioners Avere req\i(!sted to advise Avhether she should he charged in 
accordance Avith the 25th and 26th Vic., c. 88. sec. 1, or Avhether her 
chargeahility Avas to be altered according to the husband’s chargeahility, 
and Avhether the cbihlrcii's ehargeability Avas to be altered. 

Tlie Commissioners advised that the ehargeability of the wife must 
be determined aeeording to the facts regarding her oavii residence, irre- 
spective of the residence of her husband, and that the children, if re- 
lieved at the same time Avith the husband, A\’ould folloAv his registry, 
he being the person liable to maintain them ; but if not relieved at the 
same time they Avould be chargeable according to their oAvn residence. 

80. An illegitimate child, ten months old, having been admitted to 
file AvorkhousoAvithout its mother, and charged to the electoral division 
to Avhich its mother Avould have been chargeable, if in the Avorkhouse, 
instead of to the union at large ; the Guardian for tlie electoral division 
remonstrated, Avhen the Board admitted the fact, but declined to make 
any alteration in the registry, on the ground that they had no legal 
power to do so. 

The Commissioners stated that it is quite competent to the Guardians 
to amend the Eegister at any time, when an error in the ehargeability 
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in an}' case is discovered ; tlieir doing so, however, will not operate 
retrospe(‘.tively, and there is no remedy as regards the expense of relief 
already incurred; but the Commissioners think that tiie Guardians 
ought to amend the Eegister, so as to have the future cost of relief 
properly charged. 

31. in the case of an illegitimate child born in the workhouse, and 
charged to the same electoral division as its mother, the Guardians re- 
quested the opinion of the Commissioners whether it ought not to be 
charged to the division to which the putative father was chargeable, he 
being also an inmate of the workhouse, or to the union at large. 

In reply, the Commissioners stated that the mother of tlie child is tire 
only parent known to the law, and that, consequently, the child should 
be charged to the same electoral division as its mother. The I ‘ith sec- 
tion of the Act 6 and 7 Vic., c. 93, provides that every child relieved 
at the same time with any person liable under the provisions of the 1st 
and 2nd ^‘ic., c. 00, to maintain such child, shall be deemed to have 
been resident with such person, and its relief charged to the electoral 
division or union, as the case may be, accordingly. 



IX. As to Chargeahility of Deserted Children and Foundlings. 

32. A deserted child having been admitted to the workhouse of North 
Dublin Union, who had been supported out of the parish rates of a 
parish in the city of Dublin for the four years preceding its admission, 
during which time the child was nursed in the county of Wicklow; 
the question as to its chargeahility was submitted to the Commission- 
ers, with the observation that the parish by which the child had been 
supported was in ihe North City Electoral Division. 

The Connnissioners were of opinion that the child ought, under the 
circumstances stated, to he chai’ged to the union at large, inasmuch as 
he lived out of the North Dublin Union for four years before his ad- 
mission to the workhouse. The fact that a locality different from that 
in which he lived bore the expense of his support, did not, in the 
opinion of the Goinraissioners, affect the question of his chargcubilipy. 

33. Ill reply to an inquir}' whether a foundling, four and a-half years 
old, was chargeable to the division in which it was brought up or to 
the union at large, the Connnissioners stated that as the child referred 
to was under five years of age it would require a re.sidence of thirty out 
of the last thirty-six mouths in some one electoral division, to m.ako its 
relief chargeable thereto. 

34. A deserted child, aged about tliree yeais, which had from its 
birth been supported out of the county cess by Grand Jury presont- 
meiits, was presented for admission by the nui>e. a further presentment 
having been refused, and the Guardians wished to be iiifonijed lipw 
the chargeabilily of the child was to be determiued ; whether it should 
be charged to the union at large, the child liaviiig been originally a 
foundling, or to the electoral division in which the foster father ajad 
mother have resided. 

The Commissioners advised that the cljargcability of the child 
must be determined according to the faids as to Us own residence; 
and that as the child was under five years of ago (five years being the 
time specified by section 1 of the Act 35 and 30 ATc., c. 83), the 
question must be determined under the 10th Ale., c. 31, s. 13, which 
requires a residence of thirty months out of three years to render the 
person relieved chargeable to an electoral division.

ORDERS AND CIRCULARS OF INSTRUCTION ISSUED 
UNDER THE MEDICAL CHARITIES ACT. 



I.— ORDERS. 

No. 1. — Order prescribing amended Form of Vaccination 
Register and Vaccination Report. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed, and the Cj.erks thereof; to the Com- 
mittees of Management of Dispensary Districts therein; to the 
Officers of such Districts ; and to all others whom it may concern : 

Whereas, in exercise of the powers vested in Us by an Act passed 
in the B'ifteenth Year of the Reign of Her Majesty Queen Victoria, 
intituled “ An Act to provide for the better distribution, support, and 
Management of Medical Charities in Ireland, and to amend an Act of 
the Eleventh Year of Her Majesty to provide for the execution of the 
Laws for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland,” We, the Commissioners 
for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, by Orders 
issued from time to time under our Seal, have declared the several 
Unions named in the Schedule annexed to this Order to be divided 
into Dispensary Districts for the purposes of the said Act : 

And whereas, by a General Order under our Seal, bearing date the 
Sixteenth day of December, 1853, We have framed and issued General 
Rules and Regulations for the Government of each Dispensary District, 
and for the guidance and control of the Guardians, the Committees 
of Management, and the several Officers thereof: 

And whereas, in the said last-recited Order, We have, among other 
things, directed that the Medical Officer shall vaccinate all persons 
who may come to him for that puipose, and that he shall keep a 
Register, in the Form to the said Oi'der annexed, marked H, of all 
cases of Vaccination performed by him as Medical Officer of the Dis- 
pensary ; and submit the same to the Committee of Management at 
each ordinary meeting : 

And whereas, by another General Order under our Seal, bearing date 
the Twenty-third day of September, 1858, We did, in pursuance of the 
provisions of an Act passed in the Session of Parliament held in the 
2\st and 22nd years of the Reign of Her Majesty, intituled “ An Act to 
make further provision for the practice of Vaccination in Ireland,” 
make and issue certain Regulations relating to Vaccination in the 
several Dispensary Districts, and did among other things order that 
the Report, which the Medical Officer is by the last-mentioned Act 
required from time to time to make to the Committee of Management, 
should be in the form thereunto annexed : 

And whereas, by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament held 
in the 2()th and 27th years of Her Majesty, intituled “An Act to 
further extend and make compulsory the practice of Vaccination in 
Ireland,” it is enacted that the Registrar of Births and Deaths in the 
District in which the operation has been performed shall register the 
same in a Register which he shall keep of the persons of whose suc- 
cessful Vaccination a Certificate shall have been transmitted to him, as 
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in the said Act provided, and of the persons whom he may have suc- 
cessfully vaccinated, as thereinbefore mentioned : 

And whereas we deem it expedient to alter the Form of Vaccination 
Eegister prescribed by the said Order of the Sixteenth day of December, 
185B, and the Form of Eeport to the Committee of Management pre- 
scribed by the said Order of the twenty-third day of September, 1858 : 
Now therefore, We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Belief of the Poor in Ireland, do hereby order and direct as fol- 
lows : — 

I, The Medical Officer of every Dispensary District shall, instead 
' of the Eegister of Vaccination prescribed by the said Order of 

the Sixteenth day of December, 1853, keep and duly enter up a 
Register in the annexed Form A, of all cases of successful Vac- 
cination performed by him as Medical Officer of the Dispensary, 
and submit the same to the Committee of Management at each 
ordinary meeting. Provided always, that in any case where the 
Medical Officer of the Dispensary District is also the Registrar 
of Births and Deaths for the District, it shall not be necessary 
for him to insert in the said Vaccination Eegister any cases 
which he may have duly entered in the Register of Vaccination, 
which he is required to keep in pursuance of the 7tli section of 
the last mentioned Act. 

II. The Eeport which the Medical Officer is required, by the said 
Act of the 21st and 22nd years of Her Majesty, to make to the 
Committee of Management, shall be made in the Form B 
hereunto annexed, instead of in the Form prescribed by the 
said Order of the Twenty-third day of September, 1858.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of 
the Poor in Ireland desire to call your attention to their Circular of the 
2 1 st of March, 1 862,* relating to the annual appointment of Dispensary 
Committees and Wardens, and to the extracts from previous Circulars, 
appended thereto ; and they request that you will take the necessary 
steps, as pointed out in the Circular referred to, to place before the 
Board of Guardians, after the next annual election, a correct list of 
the Members of the Board entitled to be Members of the respective 
Dispensary Committees in the Union. 

As soon as the Committee shall have been completed for any Dis- 
pensary District, the Guardians should fix a day for the first meeting 
of such Committee, for the special purpose of appointing their Honorary 
Oficersfor the current year, in accordance with Articles 5 and 6 of the 
Dispensary Kegulations, and you should give notice thereof to each 
member of the Dispensary Committee, in accordance with Articles 10 
and 12 of the Dispensary Regulations. 

A Form for the Return of Officers of the several Dispensary Com- 
mittees in the Union will be forwarded to you in due course.

No. 2 . — Compulsory Vaccination Act.' — Circular to Boards of 
Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
August 10, 1863. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland transmit to you herewith, *for the information of the 
Board of Guardians, a copy of an Act (26 and 27 Vic., c. 52) which re- 
ceived the Royal assent on the 13th ultimo, to further extend and make 
compulsory the practice of Vaccination in Ireland. 

It will be obseiwed that the provisions of the Act do not come into 
operation until the 1st of January next, and that none of the provisions 
of the existing Vaccination Acts, excepting that which relates to the 
mode of remunerating the Dispensary Medical Officers for vaccinating, 
are superseded. The existing arrangements in regard to Vaccination 
Stations, and the Returns to be made by the Dispensary Medical Officers 
will, therefore, remain in force, and the only new duties imposed upon 
the Dispensary Medical Officers in regard to Vaccination, will be to 
give Certificates of successful Vaccination (sec. 3); Certificates of 
children not being in a fit state for Vaccination, when that is the case 
{sec. 4) ; or of their being insusceptible of vaccine disease (sec. 6). 

* See Annual Report for 1863, Appendix C. II,, No. 1. 
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The other duties to be performed under the Act are to be performed 
by the Registrars of Births and Deaths, and the Commissioners do not 
doubt that, before the Act comes into operation, all necessary instruc- 
tions will be issued to them by the Registrar-General, who is empowered 
by the- I 1th, section to cause to be provided all such Books, Forms, and 
Regulations, as he miiy deem necessary for carrying into full effect the 
provisions of the Act. 

The only additional points, therefore, to which the Commissioners 
think it necessary, at present, to direct the attention of the Board of 
Guardians are the following : — 

1. Under Section 1, the Master of the Workhouse is made respon- 
sible for taking all the steps in reference to the Vaccination of Children 
who are inmates of the Workhouse, which are required to be taken in 
other cases by the father or mother of the child. It is part of the 
duty of the Medical Officer of the Workhouse, under the Workhouse 
Rules, Art. 68, No. 6, to vaccinate ail children in the Workhouse who 
may require Vaccination; and it will now be the special duty of the 
Master in regard to children in the Workhouse, born after the 1st 
January jiext, to see that this is done, and that the child is brought 
to the Medical Officer, for inspection, on the eighth day after the 
Vaccination, as required by sec. 2, and to obtain the necessary cer- 
tificate. 

•2. After the 1st January next, the Dispensary Medical Officers will, 
according to the 5th section of the Act, be entitled to receive, instead 
of the present rate of remuneration. One Shilling for every person suc- 
cessfully vaccinated by him within his Dispensary District, provided 
lie shall have made the Report to the Dispensary Committee, regarding 
such persons which is required by the existing Vaccination Act, 21 and 
22 Vic., c. 64. 

8. The Guardians are empowered by section 1 8 to direct proceedings 
to be instituted for enforcing obedience to the provisions of the Act, 
and the expenses incurred in such proceedings, if certified and allowed 
by the Justices, are payable out of the Rates of the Union.

No. 5 .— Vaccination: — Mode of preserving Vaccine Lymph. — 
Circular to Dispensary Medical Officers. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
October 28, 1863. 

Adverting to their Circular Letter of the lOth August last, enclosing 
a copy of the recent Vaccination Act, the Commissioners for adminis- 
tering the Laws for Eelief of the Poor in Ireland desire to_ draw the 
attention of each Dispensary kledical Officer to certain considerations 
regarding the supply of vaccine lymph for the purpose of \accination. 

The success of Vaccination in the individual case, when properly 
performed in all respects, and under the most favourable conditions, is 
still dependent on the quality of the lymph used in the operation. 

Assuming the lymph to be intrinsically good, an additional security 
for its taking proper effect has been found in its freshness; and hence 
the practice of vaccinating from arm to arm is esteemed the best. 

The practice, however, of vaccinating from arm to arm cannot 
always be adopted by the public Vaccinator, nor can he always be sure 
of obtaining fresh lymph of good quality from external sources; and 
any mode by which he can secure possession of it selected by himself 
from his own cases and kept in a good state of preservation cannot 
but be satisfactory to him as one of the means of ensuring success in 
his operations. 

The small glass Capillary Tubes invented by Dr. Husband of Edin- 
burgh, afford the means, if carefully used, of enabling the public Vac- 
cinator to keep himself supplied at all times with lymph selected by 
himself and preserved in a fluid state. 

These tubes are procurable, empty, at a cost of Is. per 100, and are 
safely sent at that price by post in small wooden boxes. The cost of 
obtaining the supply of empty tubes the Commissioners consider to be 
a proper charge on the poor-rates, when ordered by the Board of 
Guardians, as part of the ordinary Dispensary requisites under the 
Medical Charities Act. 

A box containing a few specimens of these Capillary Tubes is sent 
herewith, and if you should desire at any time to avail yourself of a 
further supplv, the proper course will be to make a requisition through 
the Dispensary Committee to the Board of Guardians to that effect. 

The annexed directions as to the proper mode of using the Capillai^ 

M 
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Tubes, both in preserving the lymph, and afterwards applying it to 
the purpose of Vaccination, have been derived from Dr. Husband’s 
own description of the methods which he recommends.

Dikections for filling Capii.laby Tubes with Vaccine Lymph, and afterwards using 
them for Vaccination. 

Assuming that the operator has at hand a supply of Dr. Husband’s Capillary Tubes, a 
healthy child, with a well-formed and mature vaccine vesicle just punctured in several 
places, the pure lymph exuding — and a lighted candle — he is to proceed as follows: — 
Let him dip one end of the tube, held slightly inclined to the horizontal plane, into the 
lymph. This will immediately ascend in the tube. As much lymph as will suffice for 
one Vaccination at least should be taken, and as much as will occupy half the length of 
the tube may he taken. Immediately before laying the tube down, he must now, holding 
it in his right hand, and turning the charged end of it upwards, bring the charge to the 
middle of the tube by lightly striking the hand on the wrist of the other hand, or on the 
table. The tube may now be laid down for four or five minutes, not longer, while others 
are being charged. The sealing of the tube is a very simple process, to be performed as 
follows: — The extremity of the tube by which the lymph entered is to be applied to the 
flame of the candle. The glass will immediately melt and close this end of the tube her- 
metically. In sealing the second end an additional precaution is required. Let the tube 
be passed quickly into the flame for about half an inch, and quickly withdrawn, and the 
end of it then held, as in the former case, at the flame till the melting of the glass and 
.sealing are effected. If this precaution be not taken there is risk that the air included 
between this extremity of the tube and the lymph, being expanded by the heat, will force 
the soft glass into a bulb which will either burst on the instant, or be so extremely thin 
that the slightest accidental force will afterwards break it. 

The charged tubes may be preserved in slips of paper with slits for securing them, on 
which the date of taking* the lymph, the name of the infant from which it was taken, &c. 
may be noted. 

Directions for using the Chajiged Tube. 

In using the charged tube for Vaccination the sealed ends of the tube are to be gently 
broken off, one end placed close to a piece of glass and the lymph blown out upon it. 



No. 6. — Compulsory Vaccination Act; Publicity to be given 
to the Requireiments of the Act. — Circular to Boards of 
Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, December 14, 1863. 

Adverting to the Circular Letter of the 10th August last, on the 
subject of the provisions of the Compulsory Vaccination Act, the Com- 
missioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland 
desire to state that, as the period at which that Act is to come into 
operation has now nearly arrived, it appears desirable that the-greatest 
possible publicity should be given at this time to those requirements 
of the Act which concern the parents of children born after the 1 st 
of January next ; and with that view the Commissioners have caused 
a large placard to he prepared, for posting throughout the several Dis- 
pensary Districts ; and copies thereof will be forwarded to you 

for that purpose. 

The Commissioners have reason to believe that the seiwices of the 
Constabulary will bo given for the purpose of posting these Notices, in 
the same maimer as they are given for posting Notices relating to the 
Election of Guardians ; but in any case in which those services may 
not be available from any cause, the Commissioners do not doubt that 
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the Board of Guardians will readily sanction the employment of other 
persons. 

You will be careful, before issuing the placards for posting in any 
Dispensary District, to fill up the blank left for the name of the Medical 
Officer of the District in all cases where the Medical Officer has 
accepted the Office of Registrar of Births and Deaths ; and you should 
also take care that each Registrar, whether he is the Medical Officer of 
the District or not, is supplied with a sufficient number of printed 
Notices of the days, hours, and places within the District at which 
attendance will be given for the purpose of Vaccination, in order that 
he may give such Notices, as required by the 8th section of the Act, 
to the parents on the registration of the birth of the child, together 
with the Notice (Form C) referred to in that section, which last- 
mentioned Notice the Commissioners believe will be provided by the 
Registrar-General. 

A Form, which may be used by the Registrar for notifying times and 
places of attendance, is enclosed herewith.

Notice of Vaccination Stations. 



Sec. 8. — “ The Registrar of Births and Deaths in every District shall, at or immediately 
after the registration of the birth of any child who shall not have been certified to him 
as having been vaccinated within six calendar months after the birth thereof, give 
notice, in writing, in manner hereinafter directed, and according to the form of schedule 
hereinafter inserted, marked (C), to the father or mother of such child, or in the event of 
the death, illness, absence, or inability from sickness or otherwise of the father and mother, 
then to the person upon whom the care, nurture, or custody of such child shall have 
devolved, that it is the duty of such father or mother, or person having the care, nurture, 
or custody of such child as aforesaid, to take care that the said child shall be vaccinated 
in the manner directed by this Act, and shall together therewith deliver to such person a 
notice of the days, hours, and places within the District of such Registrar at which the 
Medical Officer will attend for the purpose of Vaccination, and shall enter in a book, to be 
provided as hereinafter directed, a minute of his having duly given such notice; and if 
after such notice the father or mother of the said child, or the person so having as afore- 
said the care, nurture, or custody of the said child, shall not cause such child to be 
vaccinated, or shall not on the eighth day after the Vaccination has been performed take 
or cause to be taken such child for inspection, according to the provisions in this Act 
respectively contained, without any reasonable excuse for such failure or omission, then 
such father, or mother, or person having the care, nurture, or custody of such child as 
aforesaid, so offending, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding Tm Shillings." 



No. 8 . — Vaccination; Supply of Lymph, — Circular to Boards 
of Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, January II, 1864. 

Atlverting to the Circular Letters to Boards of Guardians and 
Medical Officers of Dispensary Districts, dated the 28th October last, 
in which the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of 
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the Poor in Ireland recommended the use of Dr. Husband's Capillary 
Tubes as a means of enabling the Medical Officers to supply them- 
selves with vaccine lympli, from eligible cases within their own prac- 
tice as public Vaccinators, and of preserving the vaccine lymph in a 
fluid state, the Commissioners now forward to you, for the information 
of the Board of Guardians, a copy of correspondence which they have 
had with the Secretary of the Dublin Cow-Pock Institution, on the 
subject of an arrangement proposed by the Directors of that institution 
for obtaining an increased supply of healthy lymph. 

In forwarding this correspondence, the Commissioners desire to ob- 
serve that it supplies a valuable confirmation of the view already ex- 
pressed by them that the Dispensary Medical Officer has it in his 
power, especially in niral districts, to obtahi lymph of superior quality 
from his own resources, and such as he can rely upon with confidence 
as having been selected by himself.

Dublin Cow Pock Institution, 45, Upper Sackville-strect, 
Gentlemen, December 30, 1868. 

I am instructed bv the Directors of the above Institution to bring under your notice 
the following extract from the minutes of their proceedings, at a meeting recently held 
by them, viz. 

“The Secretary having stated the object of the Meeting to have been, ‘to deliberate 
upon the best mode of obtaining, for general distribution, an increased supply of vaccine 
lymph, — 

“It was EE,sOLVED_‘That in order to meet the increased demand for lymph, likely 
to be consequent upon the coming into operation of the Compulsory Vaccination Act, 
application be made to a certain number of gentlemen holding Medical Poor Law 
apMintments in the suburbs and near vicinity of Dublin whose names should meet the 
approbation of the Directors, proposing to thorn to furnish on terms, to be subsequently 
arranged, certain quantities of vaccine lymph, guaranteed to be procured from hmUhy 
sources. ’ ” 

I am further to state that, in accordance with the above resolution, _I put myself into 
communication with such parties as the Directors had selected and having received from 
the majority a favourable reply, it now becomes my duty to submit this statement to \ ou, 
by order of the Directors (who are unwilling to interfere or enter into any arrangement 
with your officers without your privity or consent), with a request to be informed, as soon 
as may be convenient, how far such a proceeding may be likely to meet with your sanction 

” The motors wish me to add, that the Vaccinators for the districts were selected 
in the full expectation of thereby obtaining a more healthy lymph, and thus a large 
quantity of this valuable material would be most profitably and beneficially employed, 
which otherwise would be completely lost to the public at laige.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland have 
received your letter of the 30_th December last, informing them, by desire of the Directors 
of the Dublin Cow Pock Institution, that application has been made to a certain number 
of gentlemen holding Medical Poor Law appointments in the suburbs and near vicinity of 
Dublin, to supply vaccine lymph to the Institution on terms to be arranged subsequently. 

The Directors, you state, wish to be informed how far such a proceeding may be likely 
to meet with the sanction and approval of the Commissioners. ^ 

In reply, the Commissioners desire to state that they have recently suggested to the 
Dispensary and Workhouse Medical Officers in Ireland the propriety of selecting and 
preserving vaccine lymph for their own use in their respective districts, and have called 
iqion the Boards of Guardians to supply them for this purpose with a sufficient stock of the 
Gia.ss Tubes invented by Dr. Husband, of Edinburgh, to enable them to collect and pre- 
serve lyniph from the best sources within their reach. 

riavmg taken this step, the Commissioners would be unable to make themselves parties 
to the collection and sale of vaccine lymph by Sledical Officers of Dispensaries to the 
Cow Pock Institution, which might aftei-wards be made the subject of re-sale, by the Insti- 
tulion, to Boards of Guardians for use in the Workhouses and Dispensniy Districts. 

At the same time the Commissioners have no wish to interfere between the Directors 
and such Jledical Officers as, being enabled to supply themselves with lymph for use as 
public Vaccinators, are also enabled to furnish a surplus to the Institution, provided that 
in doing so they do not avail themselves of the means of collecting and preserving lymph 
which were supplied to them by Boards of Guardians at the expense of the poor-rate.

No. 9. — Vaccination Eegister and Reports ; Circolar to 
Boards of Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, February 4th, 1864. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have received several communications from Dispensary 
Medical Officers, requesting to he informed whether oases of Vaccina- 
tion of persons born before the 1st January, 1804, are to be registered 
in the old form of Vaccination Eegister, or whether all cases of Vac- 
cination — whether the person vaccinated was born before or after that 
date — are to be entered in the new Eegister furnished by the Regis- 
trar-General, under the provisions of the Compulsory Vaccination 
Act. 

The Commissioners think there is no doubt that the provisions of 
the Vaccination Act of last Session are limited to the cases of persons 
born after the 1st January, 1864; and that, therefore, the Register of 
Vaccination, which is to be kept by the Registrars of Births and 
Deaths under that Act, cannot properly comprise any cases but 
those of persons born after the date mentioned. At the same time it 
is to be observed, that, under the existing regulations, it is the duty of 
the Dispensary Medical Officer to register all cases of Vaccination per- 
formed by bim in that capacity in the Eegister, Form H, prescribed 
by the Dispensary Regulations of the 16th December, 1853, whether 
they .are cases to be registered in the new form or not ; and that it is 
also his duty to make the Report of all cases vaccinated by him in that 
capacity which is required by the 3rd sec. of the Act 21 and 22 Vic., 
c, 64. 
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This would involve the registering of a large number of cases twice 
over and would cause unnecessary trouble to the Medical 0®“* ■ 
in order to obviate this, the Commissioners have issued an Order, ol 
which a copy is enclosed, altering the form of Vaccination Eegistei 

prescribed bytheDispensaryEegulations, and also the form ol\accmation 
Eenort bYniakingbothtlioseforniscorrespondasnearlyaspossibletothat 

issued ’by the Eegistrar-General, and dispensing with the registry by 
the Medical Officer of any cases which he may have registered in liis 
capacity as Eegistrar of Births and Deaths in the Eegmter Book fur- 
ni*ed V the Eegistrar-General. Of course, where the Medical Officer 
is not the Eegistrar of Births and Deaths, it will be necessary for him 
to register all cases of Vaccination performed by him in the capacity 
ot Dispensary Medical Officer, notwithstanding the fact that they may 

be also registered by the Eegistrar of Births and Deaths. 

In reo-ard to the Vaccination Eeport, it will be necessary that it should 
includelill cases of successful Vaccination performed by the Dispensary 
Medical Officer in that capacity, inasmuch as the 6th sec. ot the Act 
of last session, which alters the rate of remuneration for Vaccination, 
and provides that the payment shall be one shilling for each person 
succksfully vaccinated instead of one pound twenty cases 

as heretofore, makes it a condition of payment that the Medical OfBcei 
shall have made the Eeport to the Committee of Management which is 
reciuired by the Act 21 and 22 Vic., c. 64. 

As, however, the form of this Eeport is precisely the same as the 
form of Kegister, there will be no difficulty in compiling it from the 
two Eegisters, care being taken that it includes only those cases whic i 
have been successfully vaccinated by the Dispensary^ Medical Office 
himself, in his capacity of Dispensary Medical Omcer.
